The Committee appointed at the last Convention (pages 62 and 68 of the 
Journal of 1889), to consider what changes could be made in order to afford 
more time for the prosecution of the business of the Convention, respectfully 
recommend, in the place of the present Order of Business, the adoption by

3. A constitutional quorum of both Orders being present, the President 
shall declare the Convention organized for business. • 

4. The election of a Secretary. 

5. The reading of the Rules of Order of the last Convention. 

6. The appointment by the President of five Standing Committees, viz. : 
a Committee on the Admission of New Parishes, to consist of three Clergy- 
men and three Laymen; a Committee on the Constitution and Canons, to 
consist of five members, three Clergymen and two Laymen; an Executive 
Committee, — for Nominating the Preachers of Sermons before this Body, and 
for recommending the time and place for holding the next Convention, — to 
consist of three members, two Clergymen and one Layman ; a Committee on 
Unfinished Business; and a Committee on Finance, to consist each of three 
members, one Clergyman and two Laymen.

Report of the Committee on Qualifications on Certificates and Docu- 
ments, laid aside. The Convention shall take immediate action. Subsequent 
Reports of the Committee on Qualifications shall be in order at any time.

REPORT OF THE REGISTRAR. 

Our Diocesan Library has been augmented during the past year 
by valuable additions, and among them many donations from persons 
both within and beyond the limits of Massachusetts, who are interested 
in the growth and enrichment of our historical collections. 

The first gift of the Conventional year was by Miss Elizabeth M. 
Edson, of Lowell, who presented thirty-one manuscript letters addressed 
to her father by Clergymen more or less prominent fifty years ago. 
Among them were letters of the Rt. Rev. Alexander V. Griswold, 
the Rt. Rev. Alonzo Potter, the late presiding Bishop the Rt. Rev. 
Benjamin B. Smith, the Rt. Rev. Jonathan M. Wainwright, and the 
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Rt. Rev. George W. Doane, the Rev. Dr. Asa Eaton, and the Rev. 
Dr. Charles Burroughs, and others. 

At the same time Miss Edson presented the original certificates 
of admission to Holy Orders, both as Deacon and Priest, of her 
father, the late Theodore Edson, D. D., signed by the Rt. Rev. Alex- 
ander V. Griswold, Bishop of the Eastern Diocese. 

The Hon. Mellen Chamberlain has placed in our archives as a 
gift seventy-one manuscript letters addressed to the Rev. William S. 
Bartlet, mostly by Bishops and Clergymen of our Church. 

The Rev. J. Frank Winkley, of Woburn, has prepared and pre- 
sented to the Diocese a manuscript history of St. Mark's Church, 
Adams. The Rev. Mr. Winkley has also presented a naiTative of 
facts relating to the Church in Clappville in this Diocese. 

The Rev. Dr. George W. Porter has presented eleven manuscript 
letters of historical value from the following Bishops, viz : — Horatio 
Potter, John H. Hopkins, Carlton Chase, F. D. Huntington, Benja- 
min T. Onderdonk, Manton Eastburn, and from the Rev. Addison 
Searle, and the Rev. Drs. Abner Jackson and William Croswell. Dr. 
Porter at the same time committed to the custody of the Registrar his 
letters of Holy Orders, both as Deacon and Priest, for permanent 
preservation in our archives; an example worthy of imitation by 
others. 

The Rev. Frederick S. Fisher of St. Johnsbury, Vermont, has de- 
posited in our archives, as a gift, a manuscript sermon of the Rt. 
Rev. Carlton Chase, D. D., late Bishop of New Hampshire. 

The Rev. Leander C. Manchester has added to our manuscript 
collections five letters, none of them of a later date than 1826. Viz : — 
from the Rt. Rev. Alexander V. Griswold, the Rt. Rev. Carlton 
Chase, the Rev. Messrs. John L. Blake, George S. White and 
Addison Searle. 

Clerical correspondence of sixty or a hundred years ago is of 
great historical value. Letters of that period usually contain narra- 
tives of events occurring in the Church, which can be obtained from 
no other source. They are living pictures photographed by pen and 
ink, preserved for our use as they were originally sketched by their 
guileless authors. 

Valuable pamphlets have been presented to the Diocese by the 
Rev. Samuel Hart, D. D., of Hartford, Conn., the Rev. William 
Chauncy Langdon, D. D., of Bedford, Pa., the Rev. Pelham Williams, 
D. D., of Brooklyn, N. Y., Mr. D. Berkeley Updike, Mr. George F. 
Daniell, Mr. Thomas Mair and Miss C. F. Neal. 

Mrs. William Gregory, of Wickford, R. 1., very kindly forwarded 
to the Registrar a copy of the first volume of the ** Nan-aganset 
Church," a serial publication rich in items of local Church history. 
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We are indebted to the Rev. William H. Moore, D. D.» for a 
copy of his interesting and comprehensive history of St. George's 
Church, Hempstead, Long Island, and to the Rev. Arthm* Q. Davis, of 
Lowell, for a copy of ** Ancient Psalm Melodies adapted to the Can- 
ticles of the Church," published in 1858 and edited by Dr. Fitch 
Edward Oliver of this Diocese. This edition of the work is now out 
of print and copies are rare. We are likewise indebted to the Rev. 
William G. Wells for an historical sermon on the Seventy-fifth Anni- 
versary of St. Mary's Church, Newton Lower Falls. 

The Rt. Rev. Frederic D. Huntington has enriched our archives by 
sending a package of New England pamphlets, among .them a ** Dudleian 
Lecture " of 1821, and a defence of ** A candid examination of the Epis- 
copal Church," by the Rev. Titus Strong, D. D., 1819. 

•* Church Work," brought to its completion in four volumes as 
originally intended, has been presented by the editor, Mrs. A. T. Twing. 
These volumes have been handsomely bound, and will remain a per- 
manent memorial of the excellent work accomplished by this publi- 
cation. 

The Rev. E. Edwards Beardsley, D. D., of New Haven, Conn., 
has kindly sent us six important pamphlets, especially solicited by us 
to fill up those lacking in our collection of his valuable publications. 

The Hon. Edmund H. Bennett has deposited in our archives a 
copy of his Address on the 250th Anniversary of the Founding of 
Taunton, in which is some account of the establishment of St. Thomas' 
Church in that ancient town ; and Mr. Harold Brown of Providence, 
R. I., has sent to the archives an ** Office for St. Columba's Day," 
authorized by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Clark. 

During the last year we have added to the Library among other 
publications a History of the Diocese of Louisiana; an Ecclesiastical 
History by the late Rev. Clement M. Butler, D. D. ; an Historical 
Discourse on the 150th Annivers^ary of St. John's Church, Pi'ovidence, 
R. I., by the Rev. Charles A. L. Richards, D. D. 

It has been our aim from the beginning to obtain, as far as pos- 
sible, all the publications of our Clergy in Colonial times, and works 
illustrative of our Church during that period. In pursuance of that 
purpose, we have recently added to this part of our collection a 
Defence by the Rev. John Checkley of his work on Episcopacy; a 
Sermon by the Rev. Ashbel Baldwin, and one likewise by the Rev. 
Charles Inglis, D. D., Rector of Trinity Church, New York, and 
subsequently Bishop of Nova Scotia; the Letters of the Rev. John 
White to a ** dissenting gentleman," with the answer of the Rev. 
Mr. Towgood, published in England, and circulated widely in this 
country; the Sermons of the Rev. Jacob Duch6, and likewise Caspi- 
pina's Letters by the same author, in two volumes; the Circular Let- 
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ter of the Rev. Thomas Bray, D. D., Commissary of Maryland, 1701; 
Five SeiTMons by the Rev. East Apthorp, D. D., the first Rector of 
Christ Church, Cambridge; and a Hebrew Grammar by the Rev. 
Samuel Johnson, D. D., of Stratford, Connecticut, by far the most 
learned of our Clergy of the Colonial times. 

A brief but interesting document has recently come into our 
archives, a gift from Erastus Worthington, Esq., of Dedham. It is 
a minute of a Convention of the Clergy, held at Newport, Rhode 
Island, June 1st, 1743. It contains the names of the Clergy present, 
and their proceedings. That such Conventions were held annually in 
Colonial times there is abundant evidence. Sermons were delivered as 
a regular part of their proceedings, and they were sometimes printed. 
But to what extent records were kept or preserved, I have not been 
able to ascertain. If such recoi'ds were now extant and accessible, 
they could not fail to throw much light upon the means adopted hy 
the Clergy of that period for the establishment and gi'owth of die 
Colonial Church. 

Our EPiscoPiANA has greatly increased during the past year, 
plainly evinciog the value and importance of this collection as a 
monunient and testimony to the industry, learning and practical work 
of our Bishops from the beginning. The following are some of the 
publications which have been recently added: — ** Christianity and 
Civil Society," by the late Bishop Harris, of Michigan ; an essay on the 
word ELOHiM, by the Rt. Rev. William J. Boone, D. I).; "Eventful 
Nights in Bible History," by the Rt. Rev. Alfred Lee; the ** Evi- 
dences of Christianity" and the **True Temple," by Bishop Mcllvaine; 
♦* Sermons for the People" and ** Graham Lectures," by the Rt. Rev. 
Frederic D. Huntington; **The Bible and the Classics," by Bishop 
Meade; ** Discourses," by Bishop Alonzo Potter; ** Christian Holidays 
in Rome," by Bishop Kip; ** Journal of a Tour in Egypt," by the Rt. 
Rev. Jonathan M. Wainwright. 

Erastus Worthington, Esq., of Dedham, has transmitted to our 
archives an interesting Bible and Prayer Book, in folio. The Bible 
lacks the title page to the Old Testament, but has that to the New 
Testament, which bears the date of 1738. John Basketty printer. 
A manuscript note on the inside of the cover reads, ** This book 
belongs to the Stoughton Church, lent to the Widow Taylor by the 
Rev. Dr. Parker, agent for the Society's property, and is to be 
returned whenever he demands it." On the inside of the cover, like- 
wise, is the book-plate of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel in Foreign Parts, with the inscription, ** Sigillvm Societa- 
Tis DE Promovendo Evangelio in Partibvs transmarinis. Tran- 
siens adjuva nos. The Gift of the Society for propagating the Qoapell 
in Foreign parts ^ 1704,'''^ 
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The Prayer Book has a rubricated title-page with the date of 
MDCCXXXI, and is chiefly interesting as illustrating the method 
resorted to in supplying the new Service adopted by the Convention 
of 1789, before Prayer Books in folio were printed for the use 
of the reading-desk in our Churches. Both the Moniing and 
Evening Service were printed on sheets in folio, and after cutting 
out the leaves containing these Services in the English Prayer Book, 
the American Service, as in our books to-day, was pasted in their 
place. This we think was done generally throughout the country. 
The Communion Service was introduced in the same way, as likewise 
our selections of Psalms to be used at the discretion of the Minister, 
and a small selection of Hymns.

Both the Clergy and Laity can give us essential aid in enlarging 
and improving our collection. It is important to have in the Library 
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all the publications of the Clergy in the Colonial period, while our 
Church was under the jurisdiction of the Bishop of London. These 
are more numerous than is often supposed, and possess great histori- 
cal value. A complete collection of them would show that our Clergy 
of that period were not inferior because they were few, but were 
men of superior character, energy and learning. 

We aim to have in our collection all the publications of our 
Clergy and of our Laymen on religious themes, since our severance 
from the jurisdiction of the Church of England. The Clergy can help 
us to many of these without too much inconvenience or trouble. 
They can easily transmit their own publications, and such others as 
are not to them of personal or permanent value, and are not already 
in our archives. By sending to the Registrar a list of such as can 
be spared, those that are not duplicates and are wanted, will be 
promptly pointed out. 

In 1836 a Board of Missions for this Diocese was organized, and 
continued in existence for thirty years, its last report having been 
made to the Convention in 1866. A record of its proceedings was 
carefully kept, which constitutes an important part of the history of the 
Church in this Diocese during that period. But where these records 
are is wholly unknown to the Registrar, and he takes this opportunity 
to call the attention of the Clergy and others to this subject, with 
the hope that they may be found and deposited in the archives of« 
the Diocese. They are too important historically to be lost. 

We have added during the year beside a large number of pam- 
phlets and serials, one hundred and sixteen bound volumes, making 
in all EIGHT HUNDRED AND SIXTEEN in our Collection at the present 
time, all of which are similarly bound, and in the most durable 
material. 

The undersigned has received from the Treasurer of the Diocese 
the sum of $4:0. The same has been expended as follows, viz : —

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THE REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF DONATIONS TO THE 

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

To the One Hundred and Fifth Annual Meetiny of the Convention, 

Since our last Report we have received for the Bishop's Fund only one 
subscription, amounting to $34.67, (from St. Paul's Church, Boston, which 
has already contributed more than its share to the fund.) 

In addition to the income of the invested fimds we have received, for the 
financial year ending May 1, 1890, $1,533.34, from, forty-four Parishes (or Mis- 
sions) which have not contributed their share to the principal of the fund. 

The Bishop's Salary has been paid in full to May 1, 1890. 

The Trustees are making arrangements to pay over to the Committee, 
appointed by the last Convention, to collect funds for a Diocesan House, cer- 
tain sums of money heretofore deposited with us for the same purpose.

STATEMENT OF POINTS RELATING TO THE BISHOP'S FUND. 

The amount of the Bishop's Fund, at the present valuation of the prop- 
erty, is nearly $93,000. 

Besides the income of the invested funds we can count on receiving from 
$1,100 to $1,500 a year from Parishes or Missions which have not contributed 
their share to the principal of the fund. 

If the Parishes now regularly contributing to the income would pay even 
one-half of what they owe to the principal of the fund, we should have an 
invested fund of over $100,000. 

As it is, we are receiving the income on more than $100,000. Times have 
changed, however, since 1873, when the assessment was laid, and our invest- 
ments bring us in a lower rate of interest, while our expenses have rather in- 
creased than diminished. 

In order to establish the fund on a perfectly secure foundation we should 
have, if possible, an additional sum of about $50,000. 

The list of delinquent parishes (mostly very small and feeble Churches or 
Missions) remains practically the same as last year.

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Mr. George C. Shattuck, M. D., for the Committee on the 
Increase of the Episcopal Fund, made the following Report : — 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OX THE INCREASE OF THE 

• EPISCOPAL FUND. 

The Committee on the Increase of the Episcopal Fund refer to the Report 
of the Trustees of Donations for information on the state of the fund. In the 
year 1872 the Convention voted to raise a fund of $100,000. Several thousand 
dollars more must he raised to complete that fund. All the Parishes have 
been assessed to an amount of one-half the yearly salary of the Rector, and to 
those who found it iuconvenient to pay that sum at once it was proposed to 
give a legal obligation to pay that sum within ten years with interest semi- 
annually at 7 per cent. Several notes were given and nearly all have been 
paid. Some Parishes objected to giving notes, but made annual contributions 
and thus the payments have been made promptly. Still the Treasurer would 
much prefer a fund to being obliged to remind Parishes annually of their 
obligation. 

Then an additional fund of $50,000 is needed to meet obligations. Since 
the fund was fixed at $100,000, the rate of interest on investments is one or 
two per cent, less than it was, and the Convention has voted to pay the repairs, 
insurance and taxes on the Episcopal residence 

Your Committee recommend that the full sum of $100,000 be raised, and 
that the way to add seven or eight hundred dollars to the income be con- 
sidered and reported to the next Convention. No addition to the fund has been 
made this year, though appeals and reminders have been sent to every delin- 
quent Parish. Two Resolutions are offered to bring the matter before the 
Convention. 

Resolved (1), That the Committee on the Increase of the Episcopal Fund 
be instructed to persevere in measures and to make appeals for the completion 
of the Fund of $100,000. 

Resolved (2), That a report be made to the next Convention of some way 
for increasing income by an Additional Fund or otherwise, so that the Treas- 
iu*er of the Trustees of Donations may have sufficient means to pay promptly 
and regularly the salary of the Bishop, and to meet the bills for repairs, 
insurance and taxes on the Episcopal residence.

A:NrNUAL REPORT OF THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH ASSOCIATION. 

In previous reports we have enumerated some of the many and diverse 
kinds of work which are being accomplished under the auspices of this Asso- 
ciation, and we have also alluded to the inconveniences and hindrances re- 
sulting from the lack of suitable and ample Church Headquarters. This is a 
subject which justifies the use of forcible language. A great and wealthy 
Church fails to provide adequate accommodations for its officers and for its 
many charitable and philanthropic societies and organizations. The result is 
that much of the work of that Church is imperfectly done. Many of its 
Laymen and some of its Clergy are content to observe with equanimity the 
costly and even palatial structures erected by the faithful and loyal members 
of other religious Denominations for the use of their respective Churches. It 
is not because of active opposition^that the project of a Diocesan House has 
languished hitherto ; nor is it because of a lack of financial resources. Indiffer- 
ence and apathy on the part of Churchmen are the sole reasons, we believe, 
for our being still without suitable Church Headquarters. We appeal to the 
members of the Convention to assist in furthering this important enterprise.

124 Parinlu's and Missions are enrolled as co-workers and the amount of 
offerings for t<>n months of work, was little less than $23,000. 

The recent oHtablishment of a new department in the interest of Diocesan 
Misslonn has already cheered some of the burdened members of our Diocesan 
household. Every Parish has been invited to join in the good work and 50 
are in constant corresi)ondence with the Secretary.

The Trustees of St. Luke's Home for Convalescents present to its friends 
and the public the Eighteenth Annual Report of its condition and its work 
for the past year, together with the account and statement of the Treasurer. 

The Treasurer's account shows a total receipt of Subscriptions, Donations, 
Legacies, and Miscellaneous Offerings, of $9,940.12, against $6,355.37 in 
188S. 

The expenses of Maintenance, Repairs, and Improvements are $8,792.36, 
against $8,181.30 last year. 

The number of patients maintained was 282, an increase of 12 over last 
year. Tlie extra cost of maintenance was about $450 over that of 1888. 

As shown by the several reports, the work of the year has been satisfactory 
and encouraging, and has received the same wise and thoughtful manage- 
ment as heretofore. 

The Trustees feel that the Home, as it enlarges its benefactions, mani- 
fests again the need and value of such a work, and heartily commend it to 
the support and interest of all.

REPORT OF THE CHURCH HOME FOR ORPHAN AND DESTITUTE 

CHILDREN. 

The Church Home for Orphan and Destitute Children continues its impor- 
tant work, though hampered by want of funds, now more than ever needed 
because of the valuable extension of its cares, by the gift of the Stanwood 
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Farm at Topsfleld. This farm, opened only a year ago, has passed beyond 
the f xperimontal stage, and is now not only a benefit to the children happy 
enough to be sent there, l)iit promises to be the nucleus of a Parish. The 
Sunday Services liave been thrown open to the people in the neighborhood, 
wlio have willingly availed themselves of the privilege, and attend in steadily 
Increasing numbers. 

These Services cannot be carried on without expense, and there have also 
been unusual outlays at the South Boston Home, principally for repairs, 
necc«isitating an urgent appeal for subscriptions, donations, or help in any 
form. 

The statistics, 21 children received in place of those placed in homes or 
returned to tlit^ir friends, eight baptized, and four confirmed, do not materially 
vary from those of past years, nor can they do so until the means of enlai^- 
Ing tlie worlc are placed in our liands. 

There are now V) children at the Stanwood Farm. Additional build- 
ings and moiK^y to extend tlie farming operations would enable the number 
to b(; Rreatly increased. Who will embrace such an opportunity of doing 
great good at a coinparativeiy small outlay?

The Rev. Fbbdbbice B. Allex presented the following Re- 
port of the Episcopal City Mission : — 

REPORT OF THE EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION FOR 188d-90. 

We acknowledge with thankfulness the blessing of God upon the work of 
which we now present to the Diocesan Convention the Second Annual Report. 

The field of the Episcopal City Mission lies chiefly among the poor, and 
yet it is not a relief society. Its work is moral and religious. Its ag^cies 
are personal, and owe their effectiveness to the inspiring power of Christian 
truth and example and influence. 
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For that very reason however, it is potent for real relief. The factor most 
needed for the removal or alleviation of the evils of poverty is character. The 
supreme inspiration to character is the Gospel of Christ. It is the men rather 
than the environment which most require to be changed. The closer we can 
bring the lives of the forlorn and needy into obedience to Jesus the surer will 
be their emancipation from misery and want. 

The number of laborers in our special harvest field this year is larger than 
ever before. Besides the ten persons — including the Superintendent — in 
the pei-manent employ of the Society, there were during the summer months 
two college students, six play-room teachers, and others engaged for special 
service ; and also during this winter seven theological students have been em- 
ployed in different Churches under our direction. 

The work done by these 25 Christian laborers, — supplemented by almost 
•as many more volunteer helpers — has been almost without exception con- 
scientious, enthusiastic and successful. 

The following brief survey will show what has been done in each depart- 
ment. 

Churches. 

There are now three Churches with their own ministers under the care of 

our Society, — Grace Church and the Church of the Redeemer in South Boston, 

and St. Peter's Church at Boylston Station, Jamaica Plain. The first two are 

under the care of the same Clergymen who have so earnestly ministered to them 

for several years. Grace Church reports eight Confirmations and the Church 

of the Redeemer foiuteen Confirmations this year. St. Peter's now rejoices 

in a minister of its own, the Rev. E. E. Atkinson, who began his labors 

February 16, the first anniversary of the opening of its doors for Divine 

worship. It occupies a field full of promise and opportunity, and now 

that a shepherd has been provided for this little flock we are sanguine of its 

growth and prosperity. 

Women Missionaries. 

In connection with our own three Churches and six others, all situated 
among the poor, we have employed three Christian women to explore the 
neighborhood, and bring non-Church-goers and their children to Church and 
Sunday School. Their work continues to be crowned with rich success. 
More than 200 families are now attending Divine worship, and about 350 
children are being taught the word of God in the Sunday School, who, a year 
and a half since, were entirely neglectful. 

They have also done most useful service in homes where sickness and dis- 
tress prevail ; they have gathered women and girls into sewing guilds and 
Bible classes, and brought many affecting cases of suffering and poverty to 
the attention of relief societies. 

We have to acknowledge in this connection the generous co-operation of 
the Provident Association, the Howard Benevolent Society, and the Asso- 
ciated Charities, whenever we have applied to them in behalf of the poor. 

We earnestly desire to multiply the number of these faithful women 

Missionaries. 

Theological Students. 

We have been able through a special fund raised for the purpose to employ 
this winter six theological students, — besides one volunteer who has given his 
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services, — from the Cambridge Episcopal Seminary upon Sundays, and also 
usually for one afternoon or evening of the week. They have worked In 
connection with seven different Churches or Missions with great aid to the 
Hectors and profit both to themselves and others. Two have served as super- 
intendents of Sunday Schools, four of them have taught Bible classes, three or 
four have aided in the charge of young men*8 or boy^s clubs, and one has been 
most helpful in the Mission for Seamen. 

We hope that the time may come when our means may permit us to secure 
the active aid of a much larger number of these candidates for the Gospel 
Ministry. 

Hospitals. 

Our usefulness among the sick of .our various hospitals has been increased 
during the past year, and gives promise of still further development. Our 
devoted visitor, Mr. Charles H. Gates, has attended the City Hospital and 
the Massachusetts General Hospital four afternoons in the week, bringing to 
the sick personal sympathy, and such kind offices as writing letters to friends, 
providing acceptable literature, and summoning Clergymen if desired. We 
have had touching proofs in scores of cases of the gratitude of those to whom 
he has ministered. 

In his work for Italian patients his knowledge of their tongue has made 
his offices peculiarly acceptable. 

Mr. Wm. Doyle the florist has continued his generous gift of two baskets 
of choice cut flowers every week, and two young ladies have kindly distributed 
them at the City Hospital, and the Hospital of the Good Samaritan respec- 
tively. 

We hope to be able to bring every forlorn and friendless Protestant 
patient who may desire it, the visits of a volunteer personal friend, who 
will, where it is feasible, continue the friendly relation after the patient's 
discharge. There have already been cases where such personal interest has 
meant the rescue of the tempted or erring to a better life. We have to ac- 
knowledge the cordial assistance of several Clergymen, especially of the Rev. 
Walter E. C. Smith, of the Chapel of the Ascension, in many cases where he 
has been summoned. We are also grateful for the personal services of St. Mar- 
garet's Guild of Trinity Church, Melrose, in visiting the hospital, and provid- 
ing articles of clothing and other gifts for the patients. 

Prison Visitation. 

The unique and most successful work of Mr. E. E. Waite in the '* Tombs," 
under our City Court House, still goes on. 

He visits daily the fresh instalment of prisoners, seldom less than 50 in 
number, often twice as many, gathered in the cells for trial in the Court 
Room above. About three-quarters of these arrests are for drunkenness, and 
the rest are largely for petty misdemeanors. In cases of a first arrest (as well 
as in some others) our Missionary's personal infiuence and conversation have 
proved most helpful in touching the conscience and heart of prisoners. 
More than 150 men have signed the temperance pledge for the first time, and 
many scores have here vowed to seek the help of the Lord in beginning a Chris- 
tian life and resisting temptation. Sometimes oar Missionary obtains the release 
of special cases on probation ; others after their sentence, he has visited at 
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Deer Island, or at the House of Correction, following up with instmction and 
guidance the good resolutions formed and the new life begun. Upon their 
release he has endeavored to be their friend. For such cases he always needs 
gifts of clothing, hats and shoes, which may be sent to our office. 

We have been greatly encouraged by instances in which those who have 
been themselves helped have become missionaries to others, and have saved 
their friends from intemperance, or won them to the service of Christ. 

Summer Play-rooms. 

Two of the Church Temperance Coffee Rooms were taken by our Society 
for the months of July and August last as daily play-rooms for poor children. 
During the summer vacation these children have no resort but the hot city 
streets, and both as an act of mercy and for the general moral influence ex- 
erted we gathered together in four successive classes about 200 children daily, 
for six days in the week. The same children, half boys and half girls, met in 
the same class for a two hours' session. No explicit instruction was given. 
Tlie children, however, were taught innocent and healthful games, patriotic 
and kindergarten songs, drawing, and such needle- work as was suited to their 
capacities. 

We were confirmed in our belief that in the exigencies of action and life 
in these games we were better able to teach truthfulness, gentleness, kind- 
ness, and intelligent pleasiu*es than by any dogmatic instruction. The chil- 
dren came to feel the warmest attachment to their teachers, and the influ- 
ences exerted were most healthful. One of our college students, who took a 
class of boys daily for a gymnastic drill at the play-room, has met them as a 
Boy*s Club this winter at the North Bennett Industrial School-rooms. 

We are happy to say that a kind friend has already promised $400 to main- 
tain one such play-room the coming summer, and we hope to add gymnastic 
classes for boys to the features of our summer work. 

Sekvicek. 

Through the generosity of a warm friend of our Society, a large tent was 
pitched at City Point, South Boston, last summer, and from July 1 to Sep- 
tember 1, a service was held every evening in the week except Saturday. 

The Episcopal City Mission conducted the nine Sunday services, and all 
those on week days during August. The Church Temperance Society took 
the week-day meetings in July. 

The tent had chairs for 150 and was usually full. It became the habitual 
resort for families in the neighborhood with their children, as well as for the 
casual visitors at the Marine Pier, attracted by the brilliantly lighted interior 
and the hearty singing of familiar hymns. On Sundays, when the superinten- 
dent of the Mission usually officiated and preached, it was necessary to lower 
the surrounding wall of the tent for the convenience of the audience of one 
or two hundred gathered outside. 

We were greatly helped in our conduct of these services by two students, 
one from Trinity, the other from Amherst College, who were employed by us 
from the " College Student's Department of Christian Workers'* during July 
and August. They were useful not only at the tent and play-rooms, but also 
in personal visitation. 
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We receive many testimonies from varioud sources of the deep impression 
made in the neighborhood by these earnest informal services, and a strong 
desire was expressed that the experiment should be repeated another summer, 
which we hope to do. 

Immigrants. 

Our devoted Missionary to Seamen, Mr. James M. Battles, has met arriv- 
ing immigrants on every steamer, both of the Cunard and Warren lines, dur- 
ing the past year. It is estimated that from twenty to twenty-five thousand 
immigrants from Liverpool landed at East Boston during 1889. There has 
been an unmistakable improvement in the average character of the immigra- 
tion as compared with former years. The English Emigration Society (S. P. 
C. K. ) holds parting religious services on most of the steamers, and supplies 
the steerage passengers with directions commending them to our Missionary^ 
whom they may recognize by the Cross which is the badge of our Society. 

The 'services rendered in different cases are almost infinitely varied, con- 
sisting of friendly advice and guidance, the protection of young girls from the 
temptations which beset their inexperience, the direction of individuals to^ 
their destination, the sheltering over-night in our rooms of those who miss 
their friends, seeking employment, and the rendering of such services as may 
be requisite for a stranger in a foreign land. 

Seamen. 

Fully as important as the work for immigrants is that for seamen, also 
under the charge of Mr. Battles. 

We moved into more commodious quarters at 122 Webster Street, 
East Boston, in December, and since that time our doors have always been 
open to sailors, hundreds of whom have cordially accepted and appreciated 
our hospitality. 

The men of the Cunard and Warren steamers, as well as from other steam- 
ships and vessels, also men from the U. S. Receiving Ship ** Wabash," are 
found almost every evening in our reading room. On Sunday afternoon and 
evening they form about a third of the congregation whose numbers are only 
limited by the capacity of the rooms. 

Our work has been so recently developed that we cannot give explicit 
statements of results. Scores of men, however, have signed the temperance 
pledge, and their letters from foreign ports show that they have not forgotten 
the impression and good resolutions formed when with us^ 

A petition from all the captains and leading officers of the Cunard and 
Warren lines, asking that a sailor's Church with reading room and other 
accommodations might be provided by our Society, has led to the appropria- 
tion for this purpose of the funds of the Free Church of St. Mary for Sailors, 
which have been for several years lying idle. Nearly 10,000 feet of land on 
Marginal Street, at the comer of Cottage Street, have been purchased and 
plans are now completed of a structure which shall contain a Church, a hall, 
class rooms, officers' room, reading, game, and smoking rooms, accommodations 
for Clergyman and Missionary, dining-room and kitchen, and dormitories 
where a few sailors or immigrants can be lodged. 
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Although the support of this St. Mary*s Church must be met by this So- 
ciety, the funds in hand being only available for the erection of the building, 
we feel confident that the character of the work will enlist the sympathy and 
secure the ample support of our Church. We hope to build at once, and 
enter upon our new accommodations in the early autumn. 

We make most grateful acknowledgment of the fact that the entire 
expenses of our work for immigrants and seamen have been defrayed by the 
generous donation of a lady, who requested that no public acknowledgment 
should be made. Several thousand persons doubtless have shared in the 
benefits of this one friend^s generosity. 



Religious Litebatube. 

The account of our work would be incomplete without some reference to 
the large amount of reading matter distributed by our Missionaries and help- 
ers. Tliis is in the form of leaflets, books, cards, and papers of great variety. 
The Wardens of St. Paul's Church have kindly put at our disposal this year 
$100 from the Warren Tract Fund, which has been sufficient to furnish amply 
this important branch of our work. The providing of libraries for ships, and 
books for seamen, will undoubtedly make a larger demand upon us, however, 
in the future. 

We h»\'e given away scores of Bibles and Testaments kindly provided by 
the Massachusetts Bible Society, and an equal number of Prayer Books from 
the Margaret Coffin Fund. Several hundred daintily printed cards with 
choice selections of religious verses have been kindly given us for distribution 
among the sick and others by Mr. B. C. Clark. 



The Women's Aid. 

Among the most hopeful features of our work have been the cordial inter- 
est manifested by members of various Churches, and their desire to co-oper- 
ate with us. This has led to the formation of an Auxiliary Society, called 
The Women's Aid to the Episcopal City Mission. 

Its objects are stated in its Constitution as follows: — 

1. To disseminate information among our Churches of the work of the 
Episcopal City Mission. 

2. To secure the co-operation of volunteer helpers in various branches of 
missionary work. 

3. To aid in preparing and distributing interesting and instructive litera- 
ture among sailors, the sick in our hospitals, and others. 

4. To assist so far as is wise and desirable in securing subscriptions, dona- 
tions, and bequests to the Episcopal City Mission. 

5. To enlist the interest and help of the stronger Parishes in the needs 
and welfare of our poorer Churches. 

Every Parish in Boston and the suburbs is invited to be represented, and 
all Churches in the city proper are entitled to as many members as they num- 
ber hundreds of communicants. All Churches represented, however, are en- 
titled to at least two delegates. 
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The Society now numbers over 60 members, and besides Its Executive 
Committee, has a Hospital Committee, Seamen* s Committee, and Committee 
on Special Cases. 

Needs. 

We close this survey of our work with a brief statement of our needs. 

First and above all, we desire a very much larger list of annual subscrib- 
ers or regular donors. Every member of our Church In or near Boston should 
share In our expanding work by some gift, great or small. 

The new St. Mary's Church for Sailors, if It Improves Its great opportunity, 
win demand of our treasury for Its support at least $3,000 a year beyond our 
present expenditure. This can only be provided for by a larger list of regu- 
lar subscribers. 

Perhaps some of our yachting friends might be able and glad to supply us 
with a little steam or naphtha launch, with means for Its maintenance, so 
that we might communicate with vessels in port, or entering or leaving 
the harbor, with seamen's literature. Invitations to St. Mary's Church, 
etc. 

Would It not be an appropriate accompaniment to every thanksgiving for 
a safe return from sea, If some thank-offering were made to our Society for 
the benefit of the sailors to whose fidelity, under God, the voyager's safety 
was largely due. 

We greatly need to multiply the number of our women Missionaries, to 
cover more thoroughly the destitute portions of our city. $500 would main- 
tain one such Missionary for a year. 

$1.50 will pay for the Sunday services of one theological student diu*lng 
eight months of the year; and $100 will pay for the continuous work of a 
student, during the summer vacation, in connection with our play-rooms, 
tent seiTices, or sailor's Mission. 

We can always make use of readable books, secular or religious, magazines 
and Illustrated papers, games, large bagatelle-boards, hats, clothing, and un- 
der-garments for old and young, warm knit steering-mittens, mufflers, stock- 
ings, etc., for seamen, all of which may be sent to our office. 

The work of the Episcopal City Mission will never reach its normal and 
fitting development, imtil, at some central point. It has Its St. Stephen's 
Church and St. Stephen's House as the heart of all Its varied activity. 

The religious side of the work of the Rev. E. M. P. Wells, of sainted mem- 
ory, would be perhaps more fittingly recalled and perpetuated thus than in 
any other way. 

The Directors have very seriously considered the expediency of purchasing 
the present Church of the Messiah, with some adjoining property on Wash- 
ington Street, for this purpose. They have been deterred partly by the large 
expense of the Initial purchase, but still more by the inevitable heavy cost of 
properly manning and maintaining such a Mission Church and House. 
Could $5,000 a year be assured the Society from any source for this 
purpose, in addition to Its present Income, the chief obstacle to such a step 
would be removed. 

If some of our Churchmen and Church women, whom God has blessed with 
large means, would provide such an endowment, either as a memorial of some

one dear to them, or as their own memorial in years to come, it might prove 
the centre of a large and noble woric which wooM be to the glory of God, and 
an unspeakable blessing to His poorer children. 

We cannot close this enumeration of our needs without craving the pray- 
ers of our Churches for a Divine help which may clothe our i>oor human 
plans and endeavors with the wisdom, and strength, and inspiration of the 
very presence and power of our Lord Jesus Christ, in whose Name and for 
whose kingdom all our works are done.

Sir, — In compliance with the requirements of Article eight of the Consti- 
tution, I would hereby officially make known, through you, to the Convention 
of the Diocese of Massachusetts, the following alterations and additions in 
the Book of Common Prayer, proposed in the Greneral Convention of 1889, 
and to be acted upon at the General Convention of 1892, to wit, those com- 
prised in the resolutions subjoined.

The Secretaby presented the following Communication from 
the Rev. Charles L. Hutchins, S. T. D., Secretary of the Hoase 
of Deputies : — 
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CoxcoRD, Mass., May 3, 1890. 

Dear Sir, — I beg to communicate through you to the Convention of 
the Diocese of Massachusetts, the following Resolutions adopted by the 
House of Deputies of the General Convention, October 24, 1889. 

Resolved^ That the Clergymen's Retiring Fund Society is heartily approved 
in its principles and methods, and is commended to the support of the Clergy 
and Laity of the Church. 

Besolved^ That every Diocese of this Church be asked to pass a Canon 
similar to that of the Diocese of Newark, on the subject of a Clergy Pension 
Fund. 

Besolvedf That the Secretary of this House be instructed to transmit these 
Resolutions, together with copies of the Report of the Clergymen's Retiring 
Fund Society, and of the aforesaid Canon of the Diocese of Newark, to the 
Convention of each Diocese. 

Appended hereto you will find the Canon referred to in the foregoing 
Resolutions.

CANON. 

Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of every Minister having charge of a con- 
gregation of this Diocese, to make at least one annual collection for the relief 
of Clergymen disabled by age or disease. 

Sect. 2. All contributions and donations for this object shall be trans- 
mitted to the Treasurer of " The Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm 
Clergyinen." 

Sect. 3. All collections and all donations not limited by the donor, re- 
ceived during the Conventional year, shall be subject to the order of " The 
Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen,'* and may be appro- 
priated by said Trustees for the relief of Clergymen disabled by age, accident, 
or disease, who have been canonically connected with the Diocese for the two 
years immediately preceding their application for relief, and have spent at 
least two successive years within the limits of the Diocese in the active dis- 
charge of the duties of the Ministry, or in the work of Christian education. 
Clergymen to whom appropriations are made under this Section shall be 
known as '* Special Annuitants,'' and shall not receive more than $300 in any 
one year. 

Sect. 4. The Trustees shall have power to appropriate, from the collec- 
tions received during the year, a sum not exceeding $75 towards defraying 
tlie funeral expenses of any Clergyman of the Church. 

Sect. 5. All appropriations (unless otherwise ordered) shall be payable 
semi-annually, on the first day of May and November, and all moneys unap- 
propriated at the end of each Conventional year shall be paid into a fund, 
T?^liich shall be known as the " Permanent Fimd," and shall be kept safely 
invested. The interest accruing on the existing capital fund, now in the 
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hands of the Treasurer of the Convention, shall be permitted to accumulate. 
All accumulations shall be safely invested by the Trustees of the Fund for 
Aged and Infirm Clergymen, and added to the Permanent Fund until the 
same shall, with the existing capital fund, reach the sum of $30,000. 

Sect. 6. All legacies and all donations limited by the donor, paid to the 
Trustees, shall be used and applied by them agreeably to the terms and pro- 
visions under which the money is received ; and when not otherwise directed 
by the donor, the legacy or donation shall be added to the " Permanent Fund," 
and the income thereof alone used. 

As soon as said Funds shall together reach the sum of $^30,000, the 
Trustees shall grant an annuity to every Clergyman who (1) has reached the 
age of 65 years, and (2) has been canonically connected with the Diocese for 
the five years immediately preceding his application for an annuity, and 
(3) has been for at least five years of his last term of canonical residence a 
settled Minister of the Diocese, or a Missionary duly appointed by the * 
Ecclesiastical Authority. 

The Interest received from said Funds shall be divided equally among the 
Clergymen entitled to receive an annuity imder the terms and provisions of 
the previous paragraph of this Section, and If this Interest shall not be suffi- 
cient to give to each Clergyman the sum of $300, then the balance of collections 
and donations remaining after the ^'Special Annuitants'' are provided for, 
shall be used to Increase the annuity to said sum. 

Clergymen receiving an annuity under this Section, which shall in no « 
case exceed $1,000, shall be known as '^ Regular Annuitants." 

On motion of the Rev. Geobge S. Converse, this Communi- 
cation was referred to the Committee on Clerical Support, to re- 
port on the same at the next Meeting of the Convention. 

Mr. Causten Browne moved that that portion of the Report 
of the Committee on Qualifications relating to the two Certificates 
from the Church of the Messiah, West Newton and Auburndale, 
be taken from the table. 

On a division it appeared that there were 50 ayes and 69 noes, 
and so the motion was lost. 

The Rev. George W. Shinn, D. D., in behalf of the Com- 
mittee on a Desirable Method of Nominations, etc., etc., presented 
the following Report, and moved its adoption : — 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON A DESIRABLE METHOD OF 

NOMINATIONS, ETC., ETC. 

The Committee appointed at the last meeting of this Convention (1) to 
prepare and report at this meeting *' a desirable method for receiving and 
laying before the Convention at each session nominations" to the Standing 
Committee, and of Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the General Conven- 
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tion, to whom was also referred (2) the subject of nominations and elections to 
the Board of Missions, and who further were instructed (3) **to consider 
whether it be not expedient and practicable to Introduce the elections at an 
earlier time in the sessions of the Convention " (see pp. 63, 80, 81, 83, of the 
Convention Journal of 1889), have duly considered these several matters, and 
have reached the following conclusions : 

1. With regard to the first point, namely, ** a desirable method for receiving 
and laying before the Convention at each session nominations'* to the 
Standing Committee, and of Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the 
General Convention, your Committee recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution: — 

** liesolved, That any member of the Diocesan Convention of 1891 may send 
to the Secretary of the Convention, on or before the first day of the meeting, 
in writing, nominations to the Standing Committee, and to vacancies among 
the Deputies and Provisional Deputies to the General Convention, if such 
vacancies exist, one name for each vacancy to be filled; and all names so sent 
in shall be reported to the Convention by the Secretary, in print, at the begin- 
ning of the second day's session, in the form of a ballot, substantially as 
herewith represented,* one ballot for Standing Committee and one for Deputies 
or Provisional Deputies to fill vacancies, the names on each ballot to be 
arranged in alphabetical order; and in voting only these ballots shall be used. 
If the election is not completed on the first ballot, not more than two candi- ' 
dates for each vacancy remaining shall be eligible on any subsequent ballot, 
the two eligible candidates being those of the same order who received the 
next highest number of votes (after those elected) on the joint ballot im- 
mediately preceding." 

If this experimental plan work satisfactorily at the Convention of 1891, it 
can then be made permanent by that Convention in such form as may be 
deemed best. 

2. With regard to the second point, namely, the subject of nominations and 
elections to the Diocesan Board of Missions, your Committee recommend the 
adoption of the same plan as above described, with this modification, to wit: 
" That previous to the noon recess on the first day's session of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall notify the house what vacancies in the Board are to be 
filled at that meeting." 

3. With regard to the third point, namely, the expediency and practicability 
of introducing the elections at an earlier time in the sessions of the Conven- 
tion, your Committee cannot recommend any change in the present order of 
business.

Mr. Henry M. Lovering, from the Committee on a Diocesan 
House, presented the following Report, which, on motion, was 
accepted : — 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON A DIOCESAN HOUSE. 

The Committee appointed at the last Convention, to whom should be re- 
ferred all matters pertaining to the proposed Diocesan House, beg leave to 
make the following Report : — 

In the first place, this Committee was authorized to inform the Episcopa- 
lian Club that the Convention rejoices in the interest shown by the Club in 
securing this greatly needed building; and second, that the Committee be 
directed to co-operate with the Episcopalian Club in such ways as may be 
I)ossible. 

It seemed best, instead of there being two Committees in the field at work 
upon the same object, namely, the Committee appointed by the Episcopalian 
Club and the Committee appointed at the last Convention, that the two 
Committees should be merged into one, which was accordingly done, with the 
selection of Mr. Samuel H. Gregory as Chairman. 

Several thousand circulars have been sent out to all of the Clergy and 
Churches in the Diocese, stating the urgent need of suitable permanent head- 
quarters in Boston for the Episcopal Church in Massachusetts, which the 
present rooms in Hamilton Place only partially supply. And with this cir- 
cular was sent a letter bearing the hearty approval of the Bishop in this 
Ti'ork. 

Within the last two or three months the Committee have been at work 
upon subscription books, to be sent to numerous Churchmen in the Diocese, 
in the hope by this method to make all people feel more the importance of 
the work. 

Up to the present date the Treasurer has received subscriptions to the 
aoiount of about $7,S00, of which $6,100 have been paid in, leavin*g unpaid 
^1,200, which is conditional.

The Rev. Regixald H. Howe presented the Annual Report 
of the Diocesan Board of Missions, as follows (together with the 
Annual account of its Treasurer, for which see Appendix C) : —

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Its regular work has proceeded in a number of places which, because it has 
been only the faithful labor of the Missionary, ministering the quiet blessings 
of the Gospel to few or to many souls, with nothing especially remarkable or 
startling to record, escape our notice or do not call for particular mention — 
even as we become so accustomed to the sunshine that we take no account of 
its daily beneficence — but which would feel themselves sorely bereaved if 
deprived of the gracious ministry which the gifts of the Board, supplemen- 
ting their own, alone make possible. 

In other places such features have marked the year that they should be 
spoken of in this Report. 

Foremost among these are to be mentioned Fall River and Brockton. For 
Fall River directly and indirectly, through the zeal and patient and persistent 
efforts of the Committee of the Board and the generous responses to their 
appeals from more than a hundred persons, a total of about $10,000 has now 
been raised, some of which has been previously reported. With this sum, 
the Committiee furnishing $6,000, and the Mission as much more, St. John's 
Church has been built, a beautiful edifice well adapted to its purposes and 
joyfully used for the first time on Easter Day. 

A considerable reduction of the debt of St. James' and St. Mark's Churches 
has also been made, and steps have been taken which probably assure the 
acquirement of a convenient and desirable Rectory for St. James' Parish. 

For Brockton, through another Committee of the Board, a total of $5,200 
has been raised, also in part previously reported, and the debt on their fine 
new lot is now extinguished and the Mission is left free to address itself to the 
effort to place upon it a suitable Church. * These sums have been over and 
above the regular appropriations, aggregating $1,350 a year towards the main- 
tenance of the four Missions, are larger than any before raised for special 
work, and the procuring of them has kindled and quickened the interest of 
xnany persons in the Missionary Work of the Diocese. The importance of 
"the gifts to the places themselves, strengthening and equipping our Missions 
in those great centres of population, can hardly be overestimated. 

St. John's, Winthrop, is rejoicing in the completion of its new Church. 
St. Philip's, Easthampton, is making an earnest effort to extinguish its 
<3ebt, and has reduced it from $600 to $443. 

A resident Missionary, whom it was very important to have, has been se- 
C5ured for Ascension Mission, East Cambridge, and the work there now is 
exceedingly promising. 

A new day has apparently come to Ascension Mission, Waltham, where 
^11 of the conditions under the wise, energetic, and devoted labor of the Mis- 
sionary, Rev. A. B. Shields, are of the most encouraging and hopeful 
character. 

St. John's, Athol, already reported as having secured a suitable lot and 
Xiectory, is now about to begin the erection of a Church. 

At Natick there has been a revival of interest which gives good promise 
that the Parish may very soon cease to require aid from the Board. 

Olivet Mission, New Bedford, which, since the purchase of its lot for 

%3,500 two years ago, paying $1,000 at the time, has steadily diminished the 

remaining obligation, made the last payment at Easter. It has also renewed 

and improved the Chapel at a cost of $1,300, all paid, and has over $1,600 

subscribed towards a building fund. 
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And lastly, St. Margaret's, Brighton, which for 16 years has had assistance 
from the Board, has now been the recipient of such generous gifts that a con- 
dition of self-support would seem to be assured. 

During the year St. James', Amesbury, Trinity, Bridgewater. St. Mar- 
garet's, Brighton, St. Paul's, Nantucket, and St. John's, Framingham, have 
surrendered their stipends, having now become self-supporting. 

The question will very properly be asked upon what fields or work the 
Board might enter had it the means at its command. The General Mis- 
sionary will tell us that Foxboro*, Palmer, Leominster, Franklin, and Hudson 
are so growing that they may very soon demand our attention. 

Your Board however does not feel that its opportunities for larger work lie 
80 much in the direction of places new to it, as in that of strengthening the 
Missions which already exist. It notes the marked and increasing tendency 
of the people in the rural districts towanl the villages, of those in the 
villages to the larger towns, and of those in the towns to the great cities. It 
believes that more and more the centres of population are to be the centres of 
influence, in time each itself to become the centre of its own missionary 
operations, and that this inevitable trend must not be overlooked in shaping 
the policy of the Board. 

It therefore rejoices in the renewed life and vigor under the re-adjustment 
of the work of the Episcopal City Mission in Boston, in the establishment of 
such Parochial Mission Churches as those of the Chapel of the Ascension, 
Emmanuel Parish, Boston, in the midst of a population so dense that the 
building is already proving too small, in the development of the Church in the 
city of Worcester, in the way in which the Church in Pittsfield is awakening 
to the needs of its own locality, and it most earnestly desires to see the 
amount realized which is needed to put all the Missions in the great city of 
Fall River in strong condition, a new Church provided for Brockton, which 
so sorely needs it, the necessary improvements made in the Church building 
in East Cambridge and a Parish House provided, both almost essential to its 
success, a Church at Canton, at Walpole, at Athol, a PaHsh House for 
Ascension Mission, Waltham, and the work revived in the city of Woburn, 
where in the midst of 14,000 people the Church stands unused, but where the 
Board has now arranged a plan for the resumption of services. Your Board 
cannot let perish altogether some of the feebler Missions which it has in- 
herited, and in some of which there is valuable property, but in strengthening 
the Missions in such places as these it knows that it would be acting wisely, 
and it asks only that the Diocese give it the means. 

Ministration to the members of our Church and others in the rural popu- 
lations, and in the villages and smaller towns, and the ifivestigation of places 
where it might be desirable to establish Missions, are duties committed to our 
General Missionary, who is constantly studying the field, and who will present 
his own report. Under such supervision it is hardly possible that any places 
where it would be wise for the Board to enter will be overlooked, or that any 
that should not, will come under its care. And in regard to both country and 
town the Board wishes it might have the counsel and co-operation of its 
auxiliaries, the Convocations, helping it both to know what needs to be done 
and to do it. 

The valuable accession to its strength whicli the Board has had during the 
year in the enlistment of the Woman's Auxiliary in its work has already be- 
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come apparent, as anyone who knows what that organization has done for the 
General Missions of the Church would have anticipated. 

The Board also notes with satisfaction the decided improvement in the 
number of Parishes contributing prior to April 1, as compared with last year, 
and hopes fhat an increasing number will realize the importance of sending in 
at least one of the two annual offerings in the early part of the year, 

A large measure of success has attended the work of the Board these many 
years, alike in the building up of new Parishes in growing centres of 
population and in strengthening** the things that remain" in less favored 
regions. 

Such success, as it calls for devout thankfulness to Him who alone " giveth 
the increase** so should it lead us onward and upward to a fresh and a heartier 
consecration of our every talent to the Master's service. In such consecra- 
tion, and in such consecration alone, lies the secret of adequate resources, of 
means worthy of the noblest of causes and commensurate with the imperative 
needs and golden opportunities of a Diocese presenting one of the fairest fields 
for Christian effort which our country affords. The thoughtful inquirer, 
seeking for causes, is never satisfied until he has looked beneath the surface, 
and studied with patience and candor all the conditions of the problem. To 
such an one it soon becomes irresistibly evident that the most serious* difficulty 
which confronts and embarasses your Board, as it is the chief cause of anxiety 
and diminished power in all Missionary Boards, viz. : uncertain, irregular, 
and insufficient support, is only in a slight degree and in its least important 
aspects, a matter of mechanism, of plans or methods of administration. 
When the heart of our Diocesan Church beats in glad harmony with the 
Spirit of the Lord Jesus Christ, who loved the Church and gave Himself for 
it, then and only then will this primary difficulty which overshadows the 
-whole course of our missionary endeavor, vanish away. If first we give our 
own selves unto the Lord, and in His Name and for His sake unto the service 
of our fellow men, no offerings less precious of time or of thought or of this 
world's good can long be withheld. The Board as the agent of the Church 
^akes, should take, can take, nothing less than the highest ground. To labor 
on any lower plane would be unworthy the cause we have at heart and the 
3iaster whom we serve. 

In conclusion, your Board is far from claiming that to it is due what pro- 
gress has been made and what good has been accomplished. Churches and 
3iissions, the Clergy and Laity, have each borne their part and borne it well, 
^Che Board has been only their servant, and over all has been that guiding 
Sand without which we can do nothing. But at least while it has been the 
Missionary Agent of the Diocese, ministering to its needs as best it might, a 
growth of the Church has proceeded which as we reflect upon it is amazing. 
"Trust it, help it, pray for it, and by Grod's blessing, it shall yet do better 
things than it ever has.

Committee of the Board to prepare the Annual Reports 
Boston, April 30, 1890. 
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The Rev. John B. Wicks, the General Missionary of the Dio- 
cese, presented his Report, being a part of the Report of the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, as follows : — 

THE REPORT OF THE GENERAL MISSIONARY TO THE 
DIOCESAN BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

My first year's work as General Missionary is now completed. In many 
respects it has been a new experience to me, and of course much of the work 
has been of a tentative character. 

I have been in every part of the Diocese, have visited most of the larger 
towns, and many of the smaller ones, have had conferences with the Clergy in 
nearly all the outlying Parishes, and with many of the Laymen ; so that I 
have been able to get a fair general view of the entire Diocese. I have 
learned first, that everywhere there is a hearty welcome for the Missionary. 
Our own people extend it with the greatest cordiality, and in every instance 
where I have met the Clergy and Laity of the other religious bodies their 
hospitality has rivaled that of our own. Many of the incidents of the year 
are clear ifidications, I believe, of the general trend of our common religious 
life toward the one House. By my own wonls and deeds I have aimed to 
promote the unity which we all desire and pray for. 

I have learned, secondly, that some great changes in our population are 
going on steadily year by year. 

There is an unbroken drift from the country towns and villages to the 
large centres of life. In many of the smaller places nearly all the young 
people find their way out of the Diocese, or to some of the larger cities in it, 
as soon as they are ready to enter upon the work of life. This practice has 
depleted several of our country Parishes until they have been compelled to 
relinquish regular services ; in a few instances it has practically closed the 
Church doors. 

I have learned also that a list of families and communicants in any of our 
country towns, or of our mill villages, changes so rapidly that it is practically 
useless at the end of three years unless revised each year, and even then, in 
two or three instances in my short experience, I have found families gone, 
leaving no trace of their whereabouts, and only discoveretl as I come upon 
them in another and distant place. 

I have learned also that in many of our chief towns the population is 
changing more or less rapidly by the influx of a large foreign element. 

My attention has been called to places that reported a large increase in 
population which, on visiting, I found to be an increase almost entirely from 
abroad, as is notably the case with the village of Southbridge, the majority of 
the people being now French. Spencer, in the centre of the State, and Fall 
River on our southern border, are similar instances, though Fall River is 
singular in adding largely to its population from several nationalities, the 
French, however, exceeding all the others. 

I have learneil also that there is scarcely a hamlet in the State where a 
family, or at least a member, of our Church does not reside. 

They are scattered everywhere, and, while in many instances they have 
attached themselves to other religious organizations, and are doing their 
Christian work in that connection, I tind that their Chiu*ch training has its 
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place, and that each is a good seed planted and growing, and bearing fruit. 
The training of liturgy and Church year cannot be gotten out of one, only 
as he gives it to others in right living, and that is to increase his own 
store. 

Finally I have learned surely that the good seed sown by my predecessor 
in all the highways and byways of this Diocese was well sown, and that his 
memory is held very dear by hundreds of persons to whom he so faithfully 
ministered. m 

To me it is a standing wonder how he was able to accomplish the work he 
did each year. His best monument is that which I have seen and heard in 
the lives he trained and fitted to be good soldiers in the Master's kingdom: 
** He being dead, yet speaketh.^^ 

When I began my work at Easter several of the Missions were vacant. 
For some time I was quite fully occupied in ministering to these vacant 
places — ^the two Framingliams, Natick, Medway, Waltham, Wrentliam, Ware- 
bam, Sandwich, Millville and others. Nearly all now have settled Rectors, 
and in several, noticeably in Framingliam, Natick and Waltham, the life 
of the Missions has been wonderfully quickened. 

St. John's, Framingham, has become self-supporting, and St. Paul's, 
Katick, has secured a footing which will make it self-supporting the coming 
year. 

Of the Missions aided by the Diocese, there are now only three vacant, 
^^hich is as nearly a clean record as we ever have. 

The new work of the year is at Athol, Winchendon, Mlddleboro*, and Nor- 
Mrood Central. The first three named have had regular Services during the 
entire year, the Rev. Charles J. Shrimpton in charge at Athol and Winchen- 
don, and the Rev. J. J. Cressey, of Bridgewater, in charge at Middleboro'. 
^tliol and Middleboro' are large and growing places, centres of extended dis- 
t.ricts which can be reached and worked only from these centres. St. John's, 
^thol, has its Building-lot and Rectory and has let the contract for the erec- 
tion of the Church which they expect to occupy in the early fall. It will then 
own property valued at sSi9,000, with an indebtedness of only about $2,50(). 

The Mission at Middleboro' has steadily grown without any outside aid. 
It has an efficient Sunday School; twelve were confirmed at the visit of the 
Bishop; and it now occupies a pleasant hall which it has fitted up and con- 
trols for Church Services exclusively. It is an instance of very healthy 
life and growth, and not far away it will be housed in its own Church- 
building. 

At Norwood Central, the Rev. J. C. Hewlett, of Roslindale, held Services 
each Sunday tlu'ough the year up to last Easter. On his removal to New 
York, the Services were remitted until June. Since then tl^ey liave been held 
fortnightly with good attendance. I am indebted, to the neighboring Clergy 
for assistance rendered in continuing these Services. 

At Winchendon, the Services have been well attended and have been con- 
tinued without intermission through the year. 

The only other new work is the revival of Services at Grace Church, 
Oxford. After an interregnum of two years the Church was opened 
again last October, and under the charge of the Rev. J. E. Brown, of Webster, 
Services have been continued to date. The attendance has been remarkably 
good, and considerable interest has been created. Some necessary repairs 
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have been made in the Church building, and we hope a new day has dawned 
upon this long dormant Parish. 

I had hoped to report as good news from Trinity Church, Woburn, but so 
far have been unable to resuscitate this almost twice dead Parish. I have 
good hopes that the coming season will set the life in motion again 
on a new and, I trust, permanent footing. Several other places are steadily 
increasing in population, so that the time is not far distant when we shall be 
called upan to plant our standard in them — notably Foxboro*, Palmer, Leo- 
minster, Franklin and Hudson. 

In all of these places we have a nucleus of families steadily increasing year 
by year, ready with their means and work to respond when the Church shall 
speak. 

I have given considerable attention to the important matter of informing 
the Parishes in different parts of the Diocese of the Diocesan work, making 
in all 2.3 addresses, beside four at the Convocations. My aim has been to give 
a full statement of the constitution of the Board, of its general plan of action, 
and of the large amount of work it has done since its organization; urging 
always the necessity of the prayers and gifts of the people, whose servant the 
Diocesan Board is. 

In seeking the scattered families I have visited 32 large places, and many 
smaller ones where we have no established Services, — some of them several 
times. I have also called upon the families in the Missions which were with- 
out Ministers, visiting some of these places several times in making the calls, 
and arranging for a settled Minister. I have held 82 Services, and assisted at 
38 other Services. I have delivered VSS sermons and addresses, baptized three 
adults, and 13 children, celebrated Holy Communion 42 times, presented 10 
for Confirmation, and prepared 12 others, who were presented by another 
Clergyman. I have solemnized four marriages, and attended 10 burials. I 
have visited and recorded nearly 300 families, and have placed upon my 
register 223 Communicants. 

If the same proportion holds good in the unexplored portion of the Diocese, 
the Parish of the General Missionary numbers at least one thousand families,, 
and more than 800 Communicants. 

But with all the work of the year, I feel that I have only touched here and 
there the great field of the Diocese. 

I do not see how I can reach all parts of it, even with several years* work. 
It involves much time and expense, and it also taxes the strength severely. 
The problem is one to which I have given much thought, and, while I have 
no real solution to offer, something of this kind seems feasible: — The division 
of the Convocation districts by town lines so that a small portion of the terri- 
tory now outside of Parish limits could be placed in the care of the nearest 
Rector as his special charge. Then, if it were possible for him to give twa 
days during the year to the exploration of this district, a large portion of the 
Diocese, perhaps all of it, could be reached in one year. Some such plan 
adopted and continued would make it possible to register most of our scattered 
families in one year, and also keep the register comparatively correct. 

One other suggestion seems very clear to me from what has come under 
my observation during the year. The steady drift of the population toward 
the great centres makes it very important that we occupy those centres- 
strongly. 
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It has long been a maxim in war, that the key positions first be occupied, 
and so held that they dominate powerfully the entire field of operation. 

The truth of the maxim has large place in our Missionary work. In the 
different regions of our Diocese, the strong centres of population exist, and 
while we would remit, in no sense, proper care of the wide and sparsely set- 
tled districts, we would strike the heavier blows, and the most of them, at the 
points where the full tide of our diversified life is ever flowing. Such a sys- 
tem, once thoroughly established, would occupy the entire field from the cen- 
tres outward, growing into a round of sacred influence like the giving of the 
sea, and the taking to Itself again the flow that waters and blesses the earth. 

Most thankfully I acknowledge the uniform kindness of all with whom I 
have been associated. 

From the Bishop and the Board, the Clergy and Laity generally, I have 

received every help and encouragement that I could wish for, and wherever I 

have carried the Church, it has gotten its full return in the hearty welcome 

from all to whom I have ministered. With great thankfulness to God for all 

these blessings, this Report is respectfully submitted.

Upon a motion to accept the Report of the Diocesan Board of 
^Missions, Mr. Charles J. Randall moved as an amendment 
'that the publication of " The Diocese'*'* be discontinued, which 
amendment was lost. 

The Report was then accepted. 

The House proceeded to the Special Order, the Report of the 
Oommittee onLegislation giving to the Convocations a more active 
X3art in the Missionary work of the Diocese, which was presented 
"by the Rev, Reginald H. How^, and is as follows : — 

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OX LEGISLATION GIVING 
TO THE CONVOCATIONS A MORE ACTIVE PART IN THE 
MISSIONARY WORK OF THE DIOCESE. 

The Committee appointed under the following resolution: — 

Resolvedy *^ That a Special Committee be appointed to report to the next 
C^onvention whether any legislation is desirable, and if so, what, to give to 
t^lie Convocations a more active part in the Missionary work of the Diocese," 
'^'ould respectfully report as follows : — 

The Committee have held a number of meetings, and have carefully con- 
sidered the subject referred to them. While they would not claim that the 
existing organization for carrying on the Missionary work of the Diocese is 
as perfect as it can be made, they believe that the record of its fifteen years 
of service shows a degree of harmonious and efficient administration of 
the Missionary interests of the Diocese, which has not been surpassed, if 
equalled, by any other agency that we have had, and that might not be by 
any essentially different one which we might adopt. They cannot therefore 
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think that any radical measures, looking to a general reconstruction of the 
Missionar}' organization, are called for or would be wise. 

They believe, however, that the Diocese should seek in every way possible 
to increase the efl&ciency of its Missionary agent; that it is of the highest 
importance that it should be in close touch with the people; that it should 
command the confidence and enlist the active interest of the Clergy and Laity 
throughout the Diocese, and that to this end and because interest goes hand 
in hand with action and responsibility, its canonically recognized auxiliaries, 
the Convocations of the respective Districts, should be given larger functions 
and powers than they now enjoy. 
They therefore beg leave to offer the following resolutions : — 
Resolved^ That Title II, Canon I, Section 1, be amended by inserting after 
the word ** Canon" in the ninth line, the wortls, " The Dean of each Convo- 
cation shall have a seat in the Board, though not a vote." 
Resolctd, That Section 5 be amended so as to read as follows: — 
" The four Convocations as at present established, viz. : The Eastern, the 
Southern, the Central and the Western, are hereby recognized as authorized 
and desired co-workers with the Board of Missions, in the discovery and 
development of Missionary fields, by means of their several representatives 
in the Board, and in other convenient methods of co-operation. It shall be 
the duty of the Board to give prompt and full consideration to every field 
which any Convocation at a regular meeting, after hearing a written report of 
its thorough investigation by a duly appointed Clergyman, shall vote formally 
to recommend. Such recommendation shall also state the ascertained number 
of communicants and other persons interested, the probable or guaranteed 
extent of their pecuniary co-operation, the special aid (if any) proposed to be 
given by the Convocation, and any other facts bearing on the question thus 
brought before the Board of Missions. 

'* It shall be the duty of the Board, also, to give prompt and full considera- 
tion to recommendations adopted in regular meetings of the Convocations, 
and which they may from time to time lay before the Board, regarding 
Missions within their limits, already established." 
Resolved, That Section 8 be amended so as to read as follows: — 
" Appointments of Missionaries are ordinarily to be made on the nomina- 
tion of the Bishop or of any three members of the Board. But in the case 
of a Mission whose annual stipend from the Board is made up by a special 
and voted contribution by the Convocation (over and above the usual Parish 
offerings to the Board) of at least one-half the amount named, such Convo- 
cation may by vote at a regular meeting, nominate a Missionary for such 
Mission, and such nomination shall take precedence of all other nominations. 
All appointments shall be made, and any existing appointment may be termi- 
nated by a majority of two-thirds of the members present, and the vote shall 
be by ballot."

The Rev. Mr. Howe moved that the Report be accepted, and 
the Resohitions contained therein be adopted. 
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The Rev. Frederic Palmer, in behalf of members of the 
Committee dissenting from its Report, presented the following: — 

MINORITY REPORT. 

In dissenting from the Report of the Majority, we desire to call the atten- 
tion of the Convention to the weighty utterances of the Board of Missions in 
its Reports for the last two years. They say (Journal, 1888, p. 28): " In only 
five of the fourteen years since the organization of the Board has it been able 
to complete the year without debt . . . These two facts, the low average of 
offerings, and the number of Churches which wholly disregard the provision 
of the Canon and send no annual offering, afford significant and discouraging 
evidence of the indifference of the Diocese with reference to its most impor- 
tant interest." And again (Journal, 1889, pp. 33, 34): " At so late a date as 
April 1st, out of 171 Churches on the Parochial list, 83 or nearly one-half, 
representing over 9,000 communicants of the 25,000 in all the Diocese, had 
sent no offering to the Treasury of the Board, and 65 others representing 
10,000 more communicants, had sent but one offering. Something, we sub- 
mit, is wrong when such a statement as that can be the fact . . . The 
Board welcomes criticism; it rejoices in every quickening of its life that may 
result therefrom, in every good suggestion that comes to it from any quarter." 

These statements of the Board are weighty. Something evidently is wrong 
when such statements must be repeated year after year. It would be useless 
to say that the fault lies with the Parishes, and attempt by pointing out their 
defects to bring them up to to their duty, for the Board has faithfully exhorted 
them to this effect year after year. On the other hand, one cannot for a 
moment believe that the fault lies with the members of the Board; for not 
only are their character and powers a warrant for the faithful and wise per- 
formance of their duties, but the personnel of the Board has been continually 
changing, and so fresh ability has been brought to the task. And yet, as 
they say, the same unfortunate result has followed in ten years out of fifteen. 
In view of these things we cannot but believe that the main defect is neither 
with the constituencies nor with the executive, but with the method. 

Under the present system the fimction of the Parishes in the Missionary 
work of the Diocese is merely the raising of money. They are not called upon 
to assist in administering the funds ; they have no voice in their disposal. 
And this means that they are not brought into connection with the Mis- 
sionary needs of the Diocese. It is perhaps little to be wondered at that when 
they have nothing to do with the needs themselves but only vrith. the demand 
for money to meet those needs, they should feel the urgency but feebly. 

The first step then in any change of method would seem to be to compel the 
Parishes to know the Missionary needs of the Diocese by putting upon them 
some part of the administration of Missionary affairs. Make them responsi- 
ble for these needs, and knowledge and interest will speedily awaken. The 
main element, therefore, in the plan we would propose, is that the adminis- 
tration of local affairs shall be put into the^hands of the local body, this body 
being, of course, not the Parish but the Convocation. Not only are the needs 
of a given locality likely to be better known by a local body whose business it 
is to examine them, than by a central body, but they are likely to be better met. 
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We would recommend then in the first place, that each Convocation shall have 
entire charge of the Missionary work within its limits. 

Merely to remit to each Convocation, however, the charge of its own feeble 
Parishes would be disastrous; for the result would be that they would be 
cared for in the wealthy Convocations and would not be cared for in those 
that were not wealthy. There must be a central agency to act as a balance- 
wheel among the Convocations, directing the general policy of Diocesan Mis- 
sions, and apportioning among the Convocations both the contribution desired 
from them and the sums allotted tathem. Success in the administration of a 
State depends upon a proper balance between centralization and localization. 
If the tendency to the former is too strong, individual interest and initiative 
die; if the latter, co-ordination of aims and means becomes impossible. It is 
with the endeavor to keep both these elements in view that we venture to 
recommend the following plan: That a Board of Missions shall be created 
which shall represent, as at present but in different proportions, both the 
Diocese, embodied in the Convention, and the Parishes, embodied in the Con- 
vocations ; having permanence and yet continually changing. That this 
Board shall apportion to each Convocation the amount considered its propor- 
tional part of the whole sum to be raised for Missionary purposes; shaVl 
receive all funds raised by the Convocations, and shall then allot to each CoB- 
vocation according to its needs the amount to be spent within its limits. Th*^ 
the sum allotted to each Convocation shall be administered by the Convoc^' 
tion as it may see fit. That there shall be no necessary proportion bet wee* ^ 
the amount contributed by a Convocation and the amount received by it f<^-^ 
administration. Or, to put the essential features of the plan in a word, th. 
Board allots, the Convocation administers. 

We cannot but feel, in recommending that a more active part be taken in th^ 
Missionary work of the Diocese by the Convocations, that it is but suggestin^^ 
a return to the original purpose for which they were established. For th^^ 
Convention of 1842, which established the Convocations, referred the annual 
Report of Its Board of Missions to a Committee, and In the Report of this^ 
Committee are the following words (Journal, 1842, p. 26) : ** With the view of^ 
carrying out more effectively the advantages of the existing organization of 
the Board, they would recommend that the State be divided Into four Dis- 
tricts or Associations;'' and then follow the designations of the present 
Convocations. It is clear then that the Convocations were intended as Mis- 
sionary organizations. At present we believe none of them has any adminis- 
trative Missionary function. 

This plan which Is here presented Is not a mere experiment. It is similar 
to that which has been in operation in the Dioceses of New Jersey, Connecti- 
cut and Pennsylvania, and In each case with success ; in the case of the last with 
marked success. In Pennsylvania the Convocational system was adopted in 
1885. The amounts contributed for Diocesan Missions, apart from legaciea 
and invested funds, in the three years preceding and following, were: 

1882, $5,395.86 1886, $11,132.46 

1883, 8,801.01 1887, 11,423.40 

1884, 5,985.87 1888, 12,224.65 

Before 1885, less than 33 per cent, of the Parishes contributed anything; 
after 1885, 90 per cent, contributed. The report for 1886 of the Chester Con- 
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vocation in that Diocese sums up the working of the new system, so far as 
this Convocation is concerned, as follows : 

" Among the advantages derived by this Convocation from the adoption of 
the Convocational system, the following are already apparent : 

'' 1. The amount raised for Diocesan Missions has been quintupled. 

*'2. The amoimt expended upon Convocational Mission work has been 
nearly doubled. 

'^3. Information regarding Diocesan Missions has been disseminated 
among the Churches as never before. 

'*4. The women of the Churches have been enlisted in work for Diocesan 
Missions. 

"5. A system of special mission services has been inaugurated. 

"6. The Clergy and representative Laymen of the Convocation have been 
frequently brought together at the Lord's Table, and in consultation as to the 
best means of promoting the work of the Church in their own midst.'* (Penn. 
Journal, 1886, p. 221). 

Jt is a similar plan which a minority of your committee now recommends 
for this Diocese. And in order to present to the Convention the plan in 
detail, we propose the following Canon : —

Canon 1. 



OF THE CONVOCATIONS. 



Section 1. For its Missionary work, the Diocese, except 
tb^e city of Boston, shall be divided into four Convocations, viz: 
I- The Southern Convocation, embracing the Coimties of 
Norfolk, Plymouth, Bristol, Dukes and Barnstable. 

IL The Eastern Convocation, embracing the Counties of 

Middlesex, Essex and that part of Suffolk outside the city of 

Boston. 

III. The Central Convocation , embracing Worcester County. 

rV. The Western Convocation, embracing the Counties of 

Hampden, Hampshire, Franklin and Berkshire. 

V. The Missionary work of the city of Boston shall be 
imier the direction of the Episcopal City Mission. 
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Sect. 2. Each Convocation shall be composed of the Clergy- 
men canon ically resident within its limits, together with the 
Lay Delegates to the Diocesan Convention for the time being, 
and one Lay Delegate for each Chapel or Mission not repre- 
sented in the Convention and having more than oO commmii- 
cants; such Delegate to be appointed by the Minister of said 
Chapel or Mission, from among its communicants. The Lay 
Delegate of each Parish or Mission shall cast but one vote. 

The Clergy of the city of Boston shall elect for themselves 
membership in either the Southern or the Eastern Convocation; 
and the Lay Delegates from each Parish in this city shall be 
considered members of that Convocation to which the Rector 
of the Parish belongs. 

Sect. 3. Each Convocation shall choose a Presiding Officer, , 
who shall be a Clergyman, and whose tenn of office shall be 
four years ; except that at the first election under this Canon 
the Central Convocation shall choose a Presiding Officer for 
three years; the Southern Convocation for two years, and the 
Eastern Convocation for one year. 

Sect. 4. Each Convocation shall choose annually a Layman 
as Delegate to the Board of Missions. 

Sect. 5. Each Convocation shall conduct the Missionary 
work within its own limits: shall have control and distribution 
of the money allotted to it by the Board of Missions in aid of 
Mission Stations and feeble Parishes; shall apportion among 
its several Parishes and Mission Stations the contributions 
from time to time asked of it by the said Board; and shall pay 
to the Treasurer of said Board all funds raised by it for Mission- 
ary purposes. But it may undertake special Missionary work 
and raise funds for such purposes at its discretion, provided it 
shall first have complied with the requirements of the Board of 
Missions. 

Sect. 6. Each Convocation shall hold stated meetings for 
the transaction of business, and no appropriations or apportion- 
ments shall be made except at such meetings. And each Con- 
vocation shall annually present a Report of the condition and 
progress of the Missionary work within its limits, to the Board 
of Missions, at the regular meeting Of the Board immediately 
preceding that of the Diocesan Convention. 



Canox 2. 



OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



Section 1. The Board of Missions shall consist of the 
Bishop, who shall be ex officio President; the Presiding Officers 
and Lay Delegates of the four Convocations; and three Clergy- 
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men and three Laymen to be elected by the Convention. Of 
these six last mentioned, one Clerg3nnan and one Layman shall 
be elected annually; except that in the year of the passage of 
this Section, all six shall be elected, two of whom shall hold 
office for one year, two for two years, and^two for three years. . 

Sec. 2. The Board of Missions shall meet within one week 
after the adjom'nment of the Convention; at which meeting it 
shall designate the amount of money desired from each Convo- 
cation, and allot the amount to be expended for Missionary 
purposes by each Convocation during the ensuing year, and it 
shall at once notify the Secretaries of the Convocations of its 
action. 

Other regular meetings of the Board of Missions may be 
held at such times as it shall determine. Special meetings may 
be called by the Bishop at his discretion, and shall be called 
when requested by three members of the Board. 

Sect. 3. Nine members of the Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business, provided there be rep- 
resentatives of at least three Convocations present. 

Sect. 4. The Board shall make a Report annually to the 
Convention. 

Sect. 5. No Mission station of the Board shall be established 
except by the Convocation within whose limits it is situated. 
No Missionary to any station shall be appointed except by 
the Bishop on nomination of the Convocation within whose 
limits he is to work. 

Sect. 6. The peraons connected with any Mission station 
may with the consent of the Convocation within which it is 
situated, form a Missionary organization, by choosing a War- 
den, a Treasurer and a Clerk, whose duties shall be such as 
belong to these offices respectively. The Missionary may, on 
consultation with the above named officers, appoint all other 
officers and helpers necessary for the purposes of the Mission. 
If there be no Missionary, these appointments may be made by 
the Warden, the Treasurer and the Clerk. No Mission station 
shall be organized into a Parish wltliout the endorsement of 
the Convocation in which it is situated, and the consent of the 
Board of Missions. 

Sect. 7. The Board of Missions may at its discretion 
employ a General Diocesan Missionary, and may make an 
appropriation for his salary before making its allotments for 
Missionary purposes to the Convocations. He shall make a 
Report annually to the Board of Missions of his work through- 
out the Diocese.

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All of these replies expressed warm sympathy with the object of the 
Circular. Most of them asked for a certain number of copies for distribution 
in their Parishes. 

Beyond this no further progress has been made, except the receipt of a let- 
ter from one Clergyman of the Diocese, which reveals a state of things which 
ought not to exist in any Parish in the land. 

The regular income of this ParislUs $650 and a house. The Rector has 
been resident ten years, during which time he has inaugurated a Mission three 
miles distant, walking both ways to hold the Services. 

Sickness and funeral expenses during three successive years involved extra 
expenses,of $1000, with absolutely no way of meeting them. Economy has 
been observed to the extent of having only one fire, and that in the kitchen, 
in a region of exceptionally cold winters. 

This Clergyman is obliged to spend so large a portion of time on other 
work than studying or writing that very little time is left for the lat|ier; for 
it is idle to talk of hiring anything done. 

The writer of this private letter says, "These things of course do not con- 
cern the Church at all, and the Ministry expect such things as a matter of 
course. But when it comes to being compelled to use time that should be 
given to study in saving expense, it does not seem to be a wise thing or a truly 
economical one. Probably not one twentieth of the quantity and quality of 
intellectual work is realized that might be." 

Your Committee still feel that even one such case, which some of us know 
to be not exceptional, proves the need of a Special Diocesan Fund, which 
shall not be touched for any of the ordinary aggressive work of the Diocese, 
but held strictly in reserve, and that by some Special Committee or Com- 
mission diligent search should be made for, and the Clergy be encouraged to 
make known, all such cases of hardship. 

If there be already any such Fund, let it be made known very publicly, and 
the good people of the Diocese be asked to swell the amount by gifts and 
legacies as speedily as possible. 

Your Committee are thankful to know that a Special Department of the 
Woman's Auxiliary to the Board of Missions has been created for Diocesan 
work, and do not doubt that much will be accomplished by this Agency in 
the direction of increased support. 

But still a Diocesan Fund, known to exist, and arousing the interest of 
liberal people who are moved, not merely by a feeling of sympathy for the 
trials of the Clergy, but by a sense of justice, such a Fund increasing every 
year, and sometimes swelled by very large gifts, is the truest way of sustain- 
ing the credit of a Diocese like this. 

Yoiu* Committee cannot forbear quoting a passage of a letter from one who 
has been officially called to take note of the need for this supplementary- 
agency. 

The writer says : — '* This is only another of the cases of great need which 
have come under my notice. * * * * 

** There is certainly something wrong when oiu" people are appealed to, as I 
have heard, to send things to the far West, when of the very men for whom 
they are asking one has a stipend of $1,000 and the other $1,200 a year; and 
yet right here at home, where living is far dearer, they take no interest in 
doing for those who have only $600, or in this case $650. 
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"My own idea was, in taking up tliis Diocesan work, to try and raise the 
stipends of every Rector in the Diocese to at least $1,000 for single, and $1,200 
for married men. But that is not appealing to the interest of the workers; 
they want to see, as a general thing, something more definite, — something more 
lasting, and they will tell you the Board of Missions must see to the stipends, 
and so it seems to me they should. Our Diocese should so fully endorse them 
that they should be able to pay more liberally to the Missionaries, who cer- 
tainly deserve it." 

One feature of the letter already quoted from a struggling Parson is that he 
has been ten years in his Parish. That indicates that he has become one of the 
older Clergy of the Diocese. Does that fact indicate that he is likely to be better 
or worse supported as the years pass on ? We all know too well that here your 
Committee's Report touches upon one of the worst evils of the Church life of to- 
day, namely, that age and experience in the Ministry are drawbacks rather 
than advantages, so far as the likelihood of a suitable support for the man and 
the man's family are concerned. 

Here too, the remedy seems to lie in a Diocesan Fund, which shall never 
be used for aggressive, but always for supplementary and remedial work. 

While feeling sadly that their labor as a Committee has resulted in but 
little more than a very slight agitation of a pool which needs vigorous stir- 
ring, your Committee feel that the subject is one of such permanent impor- 
tance that they would ask that, either the present Committee be con- 
tinued, or a new one appointed, which shall be in the nature of a Standing 
Committee, to report each year to the Convention, and with power to send 
out Circulars, or take such other steps as may seem to come properly within 

their province.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE METHOD OF LAY REP- 
RESENTATION NOW IN USE IN THIS DIOCESE. 

The Committee to whom was referred the subject of Lay Representation 
in the Diocesan Convention, beg leave to present the following report: — 

Your Committee would call the attention of the Convention to these 
facts:— 

1. That each Parish in this Diocese, be it large or small, is entitled to send 
three Lay Delegates to the Convention. The Parish of ten communicants has 
the same power as the Parish of a thousand communicants. 

2. That on the ordinary questions which come before the House, the Lay 
Delegates vote as individuals, but when the vote by orders is called for, the 
Layman has but one-third of a vote. If there should happen to be but two 
delegates present from any Parish, and they disagree, then each of these two 
delegates may record half a vote. 

3. That there are many congregations in the Diocese stronger numerically 
than many Parishes, usually known as Missions or Mission-Churches, which 
have no representation in this Convention, because for various reasons it is 
deemed inexpedient that they should assume a parochial oi^anization. 

Your Committee would also remind the Convention that the Laity take but 
little interest in the proceedings of the Convention. A nmnber of Parishes 
rarely send delegates. A larger number send but one or two delegates, of 
whom a great proportion merely attend one session, record their names with 
the Secretary, and return home. Would it be an exaggeration to say, that 
nine out of every ten Laymen know nothing whatever of the proceedings of 
this body ?^ 

Your Committee take it for granted that it is desirable that the Laity 
should be interested in the affairs of this Convention, and should be well 
versed in all matters relating to the welfare of the Diocese, as well as in the 
affairs of their own Parishes. The Convention needs the co-operation of the 
Laity both in legislation, and in the extended missionary activities to which 
it stands committed. 

We believe that the present method of Lay Representation is a barrier to 
securing this co-operation. It is a principle of representative government, 
that representation should be in proportion to the number of electors, and we 
deem it unwise for the Church, which has adopted representative govern- 
ment, to depart from this principle. It is not the Parish, which is a corpora- 
tion created by State law, that should be represented in a legislature of the 
Church, but the congregation of worshipers, the assembly of the faithful, 
and the number they elect to represent them should bear due proportion to 
their own nmnbers, so that no congregation may feel that they are inade- 
quately represented by comparison with other congregations. The Conven- 
tion is not a Convention of Parishes, but in the words of the Constitution, 
(Article II, Section 1,) "a Convention of this Church, consisting of the 
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Bishop, the Assistant Bishop (if there be one, ) and clergymen, and laymen." 
As the Rev. John Henry Hopkins has said, '^ Those taking part iu our Church 
Councils are not, and never have been at any time, Bishops, Clergy, and 
Parishes, but Bishops, Clergy, and Laity. And as the Bishops are reckoned 
as x>ersons, and Clergy as persons, the Laity should also be considered as per- 
sons, and not simply as corporations owing their existence as such to the law» 
of the State/' 

Many difficulties stand in the way of making changes in the method 9^ 
representation, the most important of which is the indifference of the Lait; 
to the subject. Your Conmiittee have found few Laymen desirous of a 
form, and as it is a subject which especially concerns them, their interes 
must be secured before a change in the Constitution can be effected. To 
Committee, therefore, beg leave to be discharged from further consideratio:

Resolved, That, in case it should be found necessary to provide a room 
elsewhere for the use of the Secretary of this Convention, a Committee, con- 
sisting of the President, Treasurer, and Clerk of the Episcopal Church Asso- 
ciation, be authorized to provide one. 

Mr. A. J. C. SowDON offered the following Resolution, which 
was lost : — 
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ReMolved, That the Rt. Rev. Bishop of the Diocese l>e requested to api)oiiit 
the Second Sunday in Advent, or other day, for collections in all our Churches 
in aid of the Diocesan House Fund; and that the reverend Clergy be earnestly 
urged to heartily co-operate in this plan.

to be filled at that meeting."

D£AB BbETHBEX op THE ClBRGY AND LaITY : 

God's merciful and ever gracious Providence again permits 
as to meet in brotherly and harmonious conference over the things 
that pertain to the kingdom of His dear Son. It is an honor and 
a privilege, and should be a joy to work for Christ and the Church 
even singly ; it is also strength and wisdom when we work 
together as the Council of a great Diocese. There is more than 
good feeling in the truth, " All one body we." God grant that 
as heretofore, so henceforth, candor, courtesy and confidence, may 
be the law of all hearts and tongues, and harmony, vigor and 
Tvisdom the gracious result. 

But we never are^ quite the same body as before. We miss the 
faces, the hand-grasps, and the sagacious counsels of brethren 
beloved among our Laity, and we mourn over only holy examples 
left where we have heretofore rejoiced in holy co-operation. 
Among our now large membership it has ceased to be wise to 
lay before Convention year by year, the list of our honored dead. 
Some of our best and most useful men and women are not 
indeed widely known, but are deeply mourned in their own 
Churches, and are sadly missed by your Bishop as he goes his 
rounds among the ever-changing congregations. Many good 
causes and not a few feeble Churches will miss such godly 
helpers in the Lord as Mrs. George J. Fiske ; while we can ill 
spare such grand specimens of the Churchmen of the older type 
and times as Capt. Charles Emery, father of two devoted 
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Ministers of the Church, and of several daughters who have 
labored much in the Lord, and have become, perhaps, more 
publicly identified with the Church's missionary interests and 
organized ^^ woman's work " than any other family in our land. 

Nor can this Convention fail to miss from his seat the late 
venerable Ira Cleveland, of St. Paul's Church, Dedham ; a wise 
counsellor, a very large benefactor of his Parish, and of other 
Parishes and charities, a bountiful provider for the comfort of his 
former beloved pastor now lamentably broken in health, and by 
many tokens a man of singular wisdom and piety. 

Our bereavement in our Ministry is large and grievous. When 
I last addressed your body from this place I gave God thanks 
that not a Minister of the Diocese had died during the Con- 
ventional year ; now I can only give God thanks for the good 
examples of five of our number who have finished their coarse 
in faith and rest from their labors. Our losses are from our most 
laborious and useful men in their day and generation. 

George Zabriskie Gray, D. D., Dean of the Episcopal Theo- 
logical School, died at Sharon Springs, New York, after a long 
and painful illness, on the 4th of August last; and on Aug. 7, 
after funeral ofilces in St. Thomas' Church, New York City, 
was buried in Greenwood Cemetery. It was a matter of deep 
regret to me — as in the case of other burials during this month 
— that my distance from the place of our brother's death and 
burial made it impracticable for me, with the short notice, to be 
present at the last services. But I was thankful later in the season 
to take part in the memorial service held in St. John's Chapel, 
Cambridge, on the evening of All Saints' Day. 

Dr. Gray was but 52 years of age when he was taken from us, 
and seemei) to be at the very height of his usefulness. A man of 
ezeellent gifts> of every advantage from his earliest years which 
wealth could purchase, of noble presence and most gracious man- 
iiers> of warm affections, tender sympathies and distinguished 
bui$itte{$s abilities^ and above all and through all, of ardent piety, 
he was doubtless the man chosen of Crod for the headship of the 
Theological School which under him developed from feebleness 
into i^treugth and prosj>erity. Few men have more impressed 
their work and character on a Diocese, and indeed on the 
Chur^^h at Ur^> during fourteen years of residence than has Dean 
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Gray ; aud it seemed to our human estimate that his greatest 
work was only fairly begun. His knowledge, experience, skill, 
piety, personal consecration, were at their very best, when — 
months before his death, — the warning came, the earthly house 
must be set in order, and the journey heavenward undertaken. 
Many of us with more years of labor will not have accomplished 
so much as he did. But the dear Lord knows our endeavors ; 
and it is written that "Every man shall receive his own reward 
according to his own labor." That word is viy ever-present joy 
and cheer. 

This most comfortable assurance of the Apostle comes to us 
cbeeringly when we take note of our other losses among the 
Clergy, for they were men in less conspicuous stations. Benjamin 
K. GifEord died at his home. Wood's Holl, on the 14th of August 
last, after many years of increasing feebleness and some months 
of sufEering. I was at his bedside a few weeks before his death, 
and found him ready to depart and be with Christ, whenever the 
call should come. Mr. GifEord's entire life in the sacred ministry 
had been marked by its missionary spirit. Of not a few thriving 
Churches in the West and East was he the founder. I never 
knew him to seek easy places, but special hardships and labors 
bad special attractions for him. He knew much of the usually 
unknown Churchmen and the isolated families, throughout the 
Diocese, and rejoiced to give them pastoral care and occasional 
religious services. His reward, if according to his labors, will be 
^mple. 

The venerable Charles Wingate, at 74 years of age, died at his 
paternal home in Haverhill, on the 30th day of August. That 
house, its ample grounds, and the beautiful little Church which 
he built, were all given to the Lord years before his death. It 
was not early in life that our St. Barnabas left his worldly calling 
that he might follow, without hindrance, a higher one ; but his 
work was unremitting and consecrated from that time to the end. 
No more conspicuous instance of a Priest becoming a true Father 
to his flock has ever fallen under my notice, than that afforded 
by the Pastor of St. John the Evangelist's, Haverhill. He 
gathered the poor people from the neighborhood, fed the 
hungry, clothed the naked, instructed the ignorant, and reclaimed 
the wandering ; he preached the Gospel and broke the bread of 
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life to them, built for them a Church, welcomed them to his 
home^ and was a living and holy example to the flock ; and all 
without money and without price save such as might remain from 
the offertory after the expenses of the Church had been dis- 
charged. It is not within the power of many to do likewise ; but 
the spirit of entire consecration we could wisely copy. 

James A. Sanderson died at Plymouth, November 9th, in the 
62nd year of his age. He was a man of considerable reading and 
good abilities, but his pastoral work in this Diocese had been of 
short duration. For many years past his health had been too 
infirm to admit of other than occasional clerical duty. 

Nathaniel G. Allen died at Auburndale, after a protracted 
illness, on the 30th of November, in the 74th year of his age. His 
ministry had already covered a period of forty years in active 
service, when a few years ago he withdrew, as he thought, from 
labors which began to be a felt weight upon him. But he was 
persuaded by the warm welcome given him by St. Philip's, East- 
hampton, to undertake regular work there, in the spring of 1889. 
Under this he broke, and after a well-nigh fatal illness in July 
last, from which he unexpectedly rallied for a few months, he 
suddenly died on the closing day of last autumn. He was a 
devout, laborious, humble-minded man of God, and I was glad to 
bear my testimony to his worth, as a little company of bis brethren 
stood over his bier in St. Mary's, Newton Lower Falls, and 
" carried him to his burial " in that lovely and peaceful church- 
yard. 

The Church has lost but one among her Bishops since we last 
met in Convention, but he was one in whom this Diocese, as well 
as your Bishop personally, felt a peculiar interest. Thomas 
Hubbard Vail, D. D., LL. D., the venerable Bishop of Kansas, 
was a Virginian by birth, but was, with his parents, a parishioner 
of my father's in Christ Church, Norwich, and went from under 
his eye and guiding hand into the Diaconate during my early 
boyhood. When he reached the end of his life he had been more 
than fifty-four years in the Ministry, well nigh twenty-five of which 
were in the Episcopate. At his death, Oct. 6, 1889, he was on his 
way to the General Convention of last autumn, and was almost 77 
years old. Bishop Vail was a missionary in his earliest ministry, 
in Worcester, but withdrew from the work in January, 1837, the 
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Board of Missions then abandoning the effort; but the Missionary 
made record that he was "allowed to hope that the seed sown 
there, both for Christ and the Episcopal Church, will not be 
eventually nor utterly lost." Afterwards he became Rector of 
Christ Church, Cambridge ; and later, he was Rector, once again, 
of St. Thomas's Church, Taunton. Bishop Vail was a godly and 
wise Bishop ; full of gentleness and sweetness, and of entire 
self-consecration . 

It is a matter of gratitude to God that the condition of the 
Diocese is in the main healthy and prosperous, although I am 
prepared to expect that the reports of the year will show some 
diminution in important statistics. It has been a year of much 
financial embarrassment throughout our Commonwealth, espe- 
cially among those ordinarily best able to give, by reason partly 
of the shrinkage of railroad securities held largely among our 
citizens and involving the loss of ISillions of dollars. Other 
causes beside have conspired to make some less able and many 
less disposed than usual, to give. And I am compelled to believe 
that without any reason' that will stand the scrutiny of Him, who 
will one day requre a strict account of our stewardship, some of 
our Ministers and Churches are not doing their full duty in the 
matter of Christian giving. There are Parish offerings on record 
for causes which are the Lord's, for which His Church is 
responsible, and which she has bound upon the consciences of all 
her members^ which are less than the gifts of the same Church for 
entertainments, for flowers, for temporary decorations, and which 
are nothing less than pitiful and saddening. 

We have lost a little ground in a very few places by unseemly 
divisions and, in rare instances, bitter, contentions in Parishes. I 
mention this matter partly to express my wonder ^that our 
breaches of charity are so very few, considering that both Clergy 
and Laity have their heavenly wisdom in earthen vessels ; both 
may be liable to error, to prejudice, to injustice, to unwise 
exercise of doubtful or even of undoubted power, to a natural 
(but not culpable) unsuitableness to each other. Do what I can, 
Tny efforts at reconciliation are often futile, sometimes are 
Tesolutely declined. But I mention it chiefly that I may express 
my deepest conviction of the grievous wrong of spreading such 
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of the details as please the writers, before the public in the 
columns of the daily press. If ever done by the parties in con- 
tention it is unfair, injurious to the Church and religion, and 
morally base as towards a defenceless Minister and perhaps 
Christian women and others. I have known of an instance, 
where, after honest and honorable assurance by the authorities 
of the Parish that no trouble worth mentioning existed, a few 
rumors being unfounded, and one or two petty misunder- 
standings being easily corrected, the news-gatherer would not 
be balked of his sensational article; and therefore began an 
inquisitorial visitation of the worthy families not often thus 
honored by the members of the press, where opinions and 
hearsay, and perhaps gossip enough were secured to furnish 
material for a column of — something^ and prophecies of the 
bitter conflict if not approaching extinction of the Parish. God 
forbid that I should attribute sect-hatred, or skeptical prejudice, 
or malice to men full of enterprise and labor, and often worthy, 
and but too well rewarded by the public for such unjustifiable 
interference with the private life of families. Churches or 
individuals. But for one I will ever avow my conviction that no 
condemnation by the Christian public can be too strong for this 
meddlesome, useless, and unjust dragging before the court of 
newspaper readers religious causes in whose promotion the pro- 
tsecutor becomes the judge, the informers the jury, parties 
un-named and unchallenged the witnesses, and from whose 
judgment, although the court have no competency, there can be 
no effective appeal. 

The Consecrations of Church-buildings have been few this year, 
but the erection of new structures has made cheering progress. 
On the 2d of July last I had the great joy of consecrating the 
massive and beautiful new Church of the Messiah, Wood's Holl. 
This noble gift is but one more of a series of offerings to the 
Lord during a long and honored life. It is complete in every 
res])ect, and appears as if it were designed to stand until the 
Lord of all temples shall come at His Second Advent. Long 
may the venerable and beloved builder of this holy house be 
spared to frequent its courts, and to strengthen this Diocesan 
Church by his holy walk and conversation. The erection of this 
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building frees the old Church for equipment and use as a Parish- 
house ; so that the Parish is doubly benefited. 

Our other consecration was that of the Chapel of the Ascen- 
sion, Washington Street, Boston, on the 8th day of last Feb- 
ruary. This, too, is an admirable and costly structure, with all 
the necessary equipments for excellent mission work, and with 
sufficient land for farther enlargement should it become necessary. 
This Mission is the outcome of the skillful and much blessed labors 
of the Missionary, Mr. Walter E. C. Smith, whose earliest years 
of his ministry have been given to this grand work ; while the 
general direction and material aid have come from the Rector 
and people of Emmanuel Church, Boston, on whom it reflects 
the greatest honor. It was a beautiful thing that the founder of 
that Church was the preacher on the occasion of the consecra- 
tion of this, its second or third Chapel in Boston ; and many of us 
felt much pleased that the venerable Bishop of Central New 
York could undertake the happy office. 

There has been good progress in the opening of new Church- 
buildings not yet ready for consecration. On the 5th of Novem- 
ber last, I was present at the first service in the new St. James', 
Cambridge, a costly and large Church of stone, of exceeding 
merit and beauty. We have few Churches in the Diocese more 
worthy of study ; and now that its honored Rector has seen it 
consistent with duty to decline the proffered Episcopate, and 
remain with his Parish, a great future is before it. But our great 
gain is the great loss of the Church's Foreign Missions. 

On the 8th of last December, the new and picturesque Church 
of St. John the Evangelist, Winthrop, was opened for services. It 
is of stone and wood, and is little less than a marvel for its 
cost. The Rev. H. Gaylord Wood, its pastor and architect, has 
done himself gr^at honor, but the Diocese greater service, by 
demonstrating here and at Beachmont the possibility of erecting 
comely Churches at comparatively small cost. The Church of 
the Good Shepherd, Clinton, has been rebuilt, doubling its 
capacity and improving its appearance, and on the 11th of 
December I re-opened it for Divine Service. The zeal of the 
Rector and people have removed all indebtedness. On the 17th 
of December, I opened the new Chur>ch of Our Saviour, Roslin- 
dale, Boston, a building of much merit and interest, and a most

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hay»py outcome of the devoted labors of the Rev. Archibald 
Codman, who undertook the charge of this Mission less than two 
years ago at the beginning of his l)iaconate. Such work at the 
beginning of one's ministry is good discipline, and is as full of 
promise as of achievement. Some of the most remarkable work 
in this Diocese during the last sixteen years has been done by 
Deacons willingly accepting posts of much labor, and there 
'^ enduring hardness as good soldiers of Jesus Christ '* until the 
Church was established and the victory won. The places may 
not be so soft as some, but the brave workers become strong 
men much faster than in easier fields. 

St. John's, Fall River, abandoned its literally frail tabernacle, 
and entered on the enjoyment of its enduring and handsome 
stone Church facing on one of the city parks, on the morning of 
Easter Day. It owes much of this great advance to the sacrifices 
and noble efforts of its poor people ; but the work could never 
have been done without the gift of several thousand dollars raised 
in Boston and elsewhere, through the unremitting labors of a 
special committee of the Diocesan Board of Missions. A con« 
siderable debt still rests upon the Parish, which the same com- 
mittee hope to reduce by their further efforts. The personal 
interest and sacrifice of Mr. John J. Highlands, the contractor^ 
and a Warden of Ascension Church, Fall River, not only exalt 
his good name, but make him one of the largest contributors to 
the happy success. 

On the site of the excellent and honored old St. Stephen's^ 
Pittsfield, there has arisen a new, large and beautiful temple, 
which -will be open for public worship the 14th of this present 
month. I have not seen the structure, which is much praised* 
Only a very few thousand dollars of indebtedness remain of the 
large outlay, and the achievement reflects great honor on the 
beloved Rector. I do not like to overlook the erection of the 
stone tower^ in memory of dear old Doctor Edson, Priest and 
Saint, at All Saints' Church, Chelmsford. This completes the 
simple but most picturesque little pile of cobble-stones in which 
our little flock in that hamlet worship ; and when a proper fence 
shall reach out on either hand from its lich-gate and embrace the 
ample knoll on which the Church stands, and when trees and 
shrubs and flowers shall have been made to do their part, thia 
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little wayside inn for a few score of weary travelers seeking rest 
and food in their journey heavenward, will be a place of poetic 
and almost ideal beauty. 

The ' new St. Barnabas' Church, Falmouth, a very attractive 
structure of stone, draws near its completion, and the Festival of 
that Apostle is fixed as the date of its consecration. The build- 
ing and lot occupied by St. Augustine's Mission, Boston, for 
Colored People, has been secured by purchase, and a handsome 
fund given by a devout lady as the foundation of a new building- 
fund for a worthier Church edifice. Additional land for a Rectory, 
and for future Church enlargement, has been secured in Water- 
town. An ample lot has been gotten by St. Matthew's, Wor- 
cester, for a future new Church, and a Rectory is at once to be 
built, — a most important step forward. A beautiful tower is 
about to arise from the Church of the Advent, Boston, as a 
memorial to the late Horatio Bigelow, once a Warden of that 
Church, always a noble and devoted Christian gentleman, and 
under its shelter is to be built at once a convenient Sunday 
School House, as a memorial of a consecrated young life, in 
God's mysterious providence transplanted to " eternal bowers," 
after only a brief period of sunny happiness in her newly 
entered " holy estate of matrimony." 

A considerable work of repair and renovation has taken 
place in St. John's, Lawrence. By the payment of $3,000 all 
indebtedness on the Chapel and excellent lot of Olivet Mission, 
New Bedford, is discharged. St. John the Evangelist, Boston, 
is completing a superior organ placed in the Church at a 
cost of $4,500, by the offerings of all the people as a thank- 
offering to God for the recovery from long and perilous illness, a 
year ago, of its beloved Pastor ; an instrument that speaks 
volumes besides those of musical harmonies. Zeal and sacri- 
fices most commendable have placed an elegant organ in St. 
James', Fall River. 

A site for a Mission Chapel has been secured by Christ 
Church, Springfield. A noble gift has been received by St. John's, 
North Adams, from a great benefactor of that Parish, for 
future enlargement of the Church. A beautiful pulpit of brass 
has been placed in Grace Church, Lawrence, at a cost of 
$400, which I note with especial pleasure as the gift of the 
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Girls' Friendly Society of that Parish. Calvary, Danvei-s, was 
never before so attractive as with its new and handsome decora- 
tion. The Church of the Messiah, Boston, has secured at very 
large cost a new and better site for its work, and will erect a 
large Church thereon. The Trustees of St. Mary's, for sailors, 
have bought a site in East Boston for a new Church and the 
buildings necessary for their peculiar work, and the Episcopal 
City Mission will maintain the work as soon as the buildings can 
receive the occupants. St. John's Memorial Chapel, Cambridge, 
is about to erect a suitable " Chapter House " in memory of the 
late Dean Gray. St. Andrew's, Boston, is freed from its debt of 
$15,000 and I suppose is ready for consecration. St. Paul's, 
Newton Highlands, has enlarged its Church, and otherwise 
improved it. 

Our gain in Parish-houses, Chapels and Rectories has been 
considerable. The former Church at Wood's HoU has now 
become the Parish-house and Chapel. By the enlargement at 
Clinton, the Parish has gained all needed rooms for Sunday 
School and Church work. St. James', North Cambridge, retains 
its former Church as its Chapel. A new house and Chapel have 
been built by Grace Church, Salem. The Northampton Rectory, 
recently secured, has received noble gifts, and has paid all indebt* 
edness, amounting to upwards of $4,000. St. Paul's, Dedham, 
comes into possession of a Rectory through the bequest of 
good Mr. Ira Cleveland. A costly house has been bought by St. 
Paul's, Boston, for a Rectory ; a wise and almost necessary purchase. 
And a beautiful new Rectory now adjoins the Church of the Re- 
conciliation, Webster. The remaining $4,000 of indebtedness on 
the Rectory of St. Margaret's, Brighton, has been removed by 
a munificent giver, and another of like spirit has given $5,000 
towards an endowment. And perhaps here I may signify my 
rejoicing over -the beautiful gift of $15,000 to the Episcopal 
Theological School by the widow of the late Dean, that poor 
young candidates might continue to know as before the cheer of 
an open hand as well as heart, in their straits and perplexities. 

A notable step forward is the extinguishment of the debt of 
nearly $4,000 that remained on the choice new lot secured by 
St. Paul's, Brockton. It was a mill-stone around the neck of 
that brave but poor Parish, and could not have been thrown off 
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bat for the noble aid of the Diocesan Board throngh a com* 
mittee. Your laborious servant in our home Mission field — 
the Board — assumed the payment of upwards of one-half the 
amount on condition that the remainder should be raised by the 
Parishioners. And they did it; but only by sacrifices among 
boys and girls, operatives and toilers for bread, such as would put 
to shame the affected distress of most of us (not all these ill-paid 
Ministers of Christ before me), over the constant call upon us for 
the needs of Christ and His Church. We forget that it is for our 
sake that Christ became, and His causes often continue, poor. 

I joyiully chronicle a few noble bequests, only regretting that 
with all the wealth of this Church, so small a portion of good 
men's bequests reaches the dear Church of Christ, while so much 
goes to less complete, less consecrated, less promising, agencies 
for enduring good. " The Church University Board of Regents,'* 
appointed at our last General Convention to create, foster and 
direct a proper interest in our Church Institutions for Christian 
Education, declares in an able paper which should be pondered 
by all our Clergy and our more intelligent Laity, that millions 
upon millions of dollars have been given by Churchmen within 
the last fifty years to establish and giultiply the power and 
prestige of Educational Institutions which are either non- 
religious or anti-religious ; while our own Christian Schools and 
Colleges are kept down by Churchmen's refusal of. influence, 
patronage, and pecuniary assistance. No other Church equals us 
in such fatal neglect of its own Educational Institutions. 

The same "caring not for our own" is too often noticeable 
in our Christian men's bequests for other good objects. But it 
is a real joy to note the exceptions. 

Mr. Ira Cleveland of St. Paul's, Dedham, gave by his will to 
that Church of his life-long love and care a Rectory, the sum 
of $6,000, and named the Parish as his residuary legatee. He 
made bountiful provision also for the late Rector now in sadly 
broken health. Our Society for the Relief of Widows and 
Orphans of the Clergy receives $5,000 from the same source, and 
Trinity Church, Milford, is the recipient of the same amount. 

Mrs. James B. Dow, a devout member of St. Paul's, Boston^ 
devised to carry out the expressed wishes of her late husband 
and the long-cherished and duly announced desire of her own 
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heart, by providing for the purchase of a modest house near the 
City of Boston and the maintenance therein, under the over- 
sight of our venerable "Episcopal Charitable Society," of a Home 
for a few aged couples, members of our Household of Faith, 
who had seen better days. For this purpose she bequeathed to 
the said Society upwards of $107,000. To the great sorrow ol 
your Bishop and of many others, the Society could not see its 
way to carry out the long understood plan and benevolent pur- 
pose. And so, under a second provision of the will, made for 
such an emergency, the amount was divided equally among five 
worthy objects ; and three of our Church Institutions, viz., the 
Church Home for Orphans ; St. Luke's Home for Convalescents, 
and the Episcopal Charitable Society of Boston, are the recipi- 
ents of upwards of $21,000 each. The sum total devised to the 
Church is probably the largest bequest ever made to this Church 
during its Diocesan history, unless I except Mr. Reed's noble 
foundation for the Episcopal Theological School, Cambridge. But 
there are many among us who ought to leave a larger ; and the 
best way is to be one's own executor. 

I cannot overlook in this annual address our great Missionary 
interests and duties, although I cannot detain you with a full 
discussion of them. Our time in these two days' sessions of Con- 
vention grows more and more valuable, and no useless word 
ought to b^ spoken. I rejoice that well-considered measures are 
to be laid before you for economizing our outlays by a new order 
of business. 

It is my deliberate judgment as in the sight of Him who 
made me an overseer of this portion of His Church, that our 
hearts are too cold and our hands too feeble in respect of this 
ever pressing duty on every one who loves the Lord Jesus Christ. 
It was a great Missionary who wrote to an early and feeble 
Church, " We beseech you, brethren, and exhort you by the Lord 
Jesus, that as ye have received of us how ye ought to walk and 
to please God, so ye would abound more and more." We are not 
abounding more and more, as we grow in numbers and ability. 
Too many Churches hear little, from Advent to St. Andrew's, of 
all Christians' duty and the Church's ceaseless work to carry the 
Gospel to every creature ; and if the Church's appointed agents 
and societies, mindful of duty, burdened with responsibility, 
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fearful of disaster to Clergy and Parishes, strive to stir up our 
pure minds by way of remembrance, they are met on the part of 
some Christians of our fold with public or private accusations 
of discouraging, faulting, even scolding, their brethren in Christ 
and the Church. Sometimes, too, the burden is laid off upon the 
adopted method that should be borne on the individual heart. 
But, dear brethren of the Clergy and Laity, there never has been 
any method known to this Church of God which was satisfactory 
to all pastors and people, if we judge from results. Have the 
laborious efforts of our Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society 
and their ceaseless and often faulted appeals for help, resulted in 
contributions for th<j foreign and domestic work in almost all of 
our American Parishes ? Are there no Churches able to hear and 
pray, and offer something — which hear no more and do no more 
concerning Missions among the heathen, tlie colored race, our 
own Western and Southern brethren, and among the Indians, 
than if such interests and labors belonged only to wealthy 
Churches, and only to those among such as fancied them ? I 
know that — as usual in such neglects — the machinery of this 
great and wealthy National Church was faulted. Subscription 
books would multiply the piety and good works of the Church ten- 
fold, we heard at great meetings, and the new and all powerful 
engine was set up. I am ashamed to stand here and tell you the 
result. An enrolment scheme was inaugurated and some of us 
labored as conscientiously as with the former plan, but nine-tenths 
of the proposed million dollars rests in unbroken slumber. A new 
*' name '^ for the Church, we were assured, would have done all 
this great work for Christ and His Missions, and in my judgment 
would have been the easiest and least expensive way yet devised, 
— if it would ojily work: but only its apologetic value for our pres- 
ent shortcomings is as yet available. O that Almighty God would 
teach this Church and all its members that a little more oil in our 
vessels with our present lamps ; a little more fuel on our present 
embers; a little more power under our present machinery; 
would give this national Church light, and heat and energy 
enough even with no new appliances for their germination, con- 
servation, and distribution. 

We of this Diocese are not "abounding more and more" in 
our giving to Christ's missionary work, save through the agency 
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of our Christian women — our well-named Auxiliary — who do 
indeed grow in the grace of giving year by year with most 
exemplary steadiness. We number more than twice as many 
communicants as we did a few years ago, but where is the pro- 
portionate increase in our gifts to Foreign, Domestic, Indian, 
Colored, Diocesan, Missions? For all " extra-parochial " objectj^ 
the aggregate from all our Churches during the last five years is- 
only about $27,000 more than for the former five years. Our 
Diocesan Board of Missions, to which God has been pleased to 
give sixteen years of usefulness and honor in harmonizing, uniting, 
and wisely guiding our missionary interests, and which has had 
from Him great and abiding results of our too feeble outlays and 
labors ; our Diocesan Board has looked in vain for that steady 
yearly increase of strength which should, in some degree at least, 
keep pace with our growing Church. Its showing is indeed 
vastly better than that just set before you of the so-called " extra- 
parochial " offerings in the Diocese ; for the last five years have 
brought into its treasury 38 per cent, more than the former five 
of the decade. But most of this increase has come through its 
noble willingness to undertake the securing of special help for 
specially urgent cases ; and the Parishes generally have done little 
or nothing to increase their annual offerings for the steady, con- 
stant, normal work of Diocesan Missions. We Ministers and 
people all need a new baptism of the Holy Ghost and of fire. 

I humbly hope such a baptism has fallen on our Boston Episco- 
pal City Mission. It is indeed the same body as heretofore, with 
the same faithful men often studying its interests and duties ; but 
the happy election of a General Missionary to plan, supervise, 
and stimulate its work, has been greatly blessed in increasing our 
efficiency. This is a matter of devout thankfulness to all who have 
wrought in this work, and may God increase and multiply our 
prosperity. 

Our Church Temperance Society has become part of a " New 
England Department " of the general organization, and continues 
its faithful labors with some enlargement. Our schools are pros- 
perous. Groton will begin soon its new building; while St. 
Mark's, Southboro', has its great quadrangular pile including all 
departments, well advanced towards completion. The Highland 
Military Academy, at Worcester, now a Church School, is gain- 
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ing in numbers, strength, and, I trust, in every thing of good 
report. My visitation of the School was a satisfactory one, as I 
may add were like visitations of our other Schools. 

Our brave and honorable resolve, a year ago, to awake to our 
interest and duty in preparing for the erection of a Diocesan 
House has found too little fulfillment. An able committee has the 
work in hand, but does not find that willing response to its appeal 
which this Convention, '* the Episcopalian Club," our good name, 
and our necessities all conspire to show is timely and urgent. I 
beg my brethren of the Clergy to speak out their convictions 
plainly among their people, and I beg those of the Clergy who 
have the ability — a few only, I grant — to set an example to the 
Laity by their own prompt subscriptions. I have no fear that we 
shall be content for many years to be behind all other leading 
denominations in this matter; but, quite possibly, it may be a 
joy and a welcome for the opening ministry of my successor, 
rather than a happiness of my later years, and if it be God's will, 
I am content and thankful. It will come. 

I now proceed to set before you in a summarized form, my 
record of Confirmations in or for each Church in the Diocese 
during the year now closed ; and also of other official acts of 
interest; the detail of all other matter, required by Title I, Can. 
17, § II of the Digest, is herewith offered for your consideration, 
and will be read should it be called for. I have been enabled to 
offer a visitation to every Church iji the Diocese, I think ; but a 
few have been postponed at the request of the Minister.

The number confirmed is a little larger than ever before in tb-* 
history of the Diocese. 

Since we last met in Convention, the most important Gener 
Convention ever held in this Church has had its laboriouB an 
successful session. With many matters of moment before it, bu 
one great undertaking absorbed its chiefest time and thought 
viz. : the advancement of its Prayer Book revision. Under anj^ 
ordinary circumstances so considerable a matter as the provisio 
of a new Hymnal for this now great Church might claim much 
time and thought ; but it could not wisely claim precedence over 
Prayer Book Revision if there were not time for both. After 
such study of a small fraction of the volume reported, hymn by 
hymn, and almost line by line, as could be effected at one sitting, 
the House of Deputies by a strong vote voted to license the book 
for tentative use during the next three years. To this plan the 
House of Bishops, after an equally brief study of the volume, 
could not see its way to assent. But both Houses cordially 
agreed to refer the whole subject to a Commission to report a 
perfected draft to the next Convention : a wise disposition, and 
likely to result in a fairly satisfactory Hymnal. The Commission 
has already given six laborious sittings to its new work since its 
appointment. 

It must ever be a matter of profound gratitude to God that 
He heard the prayers of His Church, and was so manifestly pres- 
ent with the Council of His Church assembled in His name for 
so great undertakings. Party lines were not often noticeable 
and not infrequently were absolutely obliterated ; while the freest 
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expression of differences in convictions, preferences, and sup' 
posed lines of duty found only courtesy and respect. As the 
result of this wise temper, and preeminently of that blessed and 
over-ruling Agency that has wrought all through this great move- 
ment, we have practically completed this most delicate and diffi- 
cult task of revising our Prayer Book. The few things that re- 
main for 1892 are indeed some of them very valuable, but action 
on them must be easy, as they admit of no amendment: and 
most of them passed in 1889 by large majorities. 

When the Standard Prayer Book of 1892 shall have been 
issued, — and it will follow speedily the close of that session,— the 
general judgment of the Church will warmly commend the 
emended volume, rejoicing that she had the wise patience to con- 
same ten years rather than three in the perfection of a Liturgy 
tihat may last a hundred. It would be a wrong use of your time 
for me to dilate on sundry things settled by adoption or rejection, 
in this long process of revision, and to trouble you with my 
xegrets or rejoicings. My sentiments in this matter are worth no 
more than youre, my brethren of the Clergy, and that is — nothing 
et all. T/iese things are settled for all of us. " Causa finita est.^^ 
I thank God that we all have very small cause for repining. But 
"there is one thing of great moment in respect of our obligations, 
our wisdom, our loyalty ; that is, that we all now bring our people 
Xo the use of the Prayer Book as it is, not as we think it should 
ije, or ought to have been. Of all conceivable schemes of revision, 
individual revision by each Presbyter is the most mischievous and 
intolerable. 

One of the gravest evils attendant on the Church's long-pro- 
"tiracted labors over revision, was the unsettlement of men's minds 
38 to what the Church had already allowed, and what she would 
^finally allow or refuse among the amendments, additions, or omis- 
sions proposed for her consideration. Of course the old stood as 
l)inding as ever on the conscience of every man who had been 
ordained, and the new was nothing until adopted ; but many forgot 
their obligations, and introduced the changes into the Prayer 
Book services which they wished or expected to see adopted by 
the Church in General Convention. The Revision scheme and 
achievement is no more responsible for this sort of "unsettlement" 
than it will be should some Ministers now set up their private 
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judgment against the Book as amended, and in the spirit of the 
old Puritans refuse to "hear the Church" unless the Church 
speaks agreeably to their private preferences. 

If I undei*stand true Churchmanship — without regard to 
breadth, height, or depth — I am bounden to say and do say as a 
Bishop in the Church of God, that the duty of our Ministers — 
one and all — now is to put away their diverse preferences and 
practices, and abide strictly and loyally by the Prayer Book as it 
is. If the occasional praise heard in behalf of a supposed rule of 
worship that allows " local variety with general uniformity " is 
intended to commend the acceptance and use of the enjoined wor* 
ship as the " general uniformity," and the additions or subtrac- 
tions of individual Ministers as the "local variety," no more 
unchurchly maxim or mischievous principle has ever been set 
forth. It is favorable to everything — whether the theft from the 
Puritan prayer-meeting or from the Roman Breviary — everything 
except simple unqualified use of the Book of Common Prayer. And 
I shall continue to ask those over whom the Holy Ghost has made 
me an overseer — whether men will hear or forbear — that now 
that the Church has labored for ten years to perfect her Prayer 
Book, we icse it as we have covenanted to, and let go our little 
private revisions. There is not, I presume, a peculiar use in little 
things in any Parish of the American Church which was not con- 
sidered by those who in God's providence had the task of placing 
before the several General Conventions the draft of the revised 
Book ; while very many of such uses were distinctly brought 
before the great synod and approved or rejected. Shall we insist 
on our old method or utterance if the Convention has established 
a new? Shall we adhere to our addition to the Book if the Con- 
vention has said it will not admit it ? Is the Holy Ghost more 
surely present with us individual Ministers than with the " Coun- 
cil of the Church assembled in Christ's K'ame " and all the? 
Churches praying for its heavenly guidance ? George Herbert's 
plea is still well taken ; ' 

** Give to thy mother what thou wouldst allow to every corporation." 

I do not know that any law governs the use of prayers, lessons, 
etc. on such special occasions as so-called " preaching services,'* 
"Missions," Bible-classes, missionary meetings. and the like; these 
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remain as before. But the analogy of our daily Service is more 
wisely followed, and some Churchmen would think well of the 
very old maxim recognized in the new Prayer Book, which sug- 
gests the approval of the Ordinary. But for the regular occasions 
of public worship, we all now have official information as to what 
the Church would have us do and also leave undone. Excepting 
where Morning or Evening Prayer has been or is to be said, we 
may not lawfully devise any other way of shortening, other than 
the Church's provided way ; the omission of a Psalm, Lesson, or 
the like is a violation of law. The text of the Book also should 
be carefully honored. We may not use another reading than our 
own in the Te Deum or Collects, nor use the Versicles from the 
English Book not yet adopted ; nor adhere to the former Collects 
for Aid against Perils and for the President, which are now no 
longer in the Evening Service ; nor fail to use the new suffrage 
in the Litany ; nor omit the Nicene Creed on the five great Festi- 
vals ; nor use other than the " Hymns set forth and allowed by 
the authority of this Church, and Anthems in the words of Holy 
Scripture or of the Book of Common Prayer . . . before and 
after any Office [in this Book], and also before and after Ser- 
mons ; " nor instruct our people to say aloud with us the General 
Thanksgiving, or the former half of the Trisagion ; nor object to 
an Offertory Hymn or Anthem (restricted as before) ; nor allow 
any of the varying forms of thanks or praise after the reading of 
the Gospel, varying, doubtless, from the fact of such utterance 
never having had rubrical authority in the Church since her re- 
formation; nor commend the kneeling attitude of our people 
during the hearing of a long or a short Exhortation which posture 
the rubric explicitly directs after such hearing ; nor justify the 
insertion of the ^^Benedictus qui vem^" before, and the ^' Agnus 
Dei^* after, the Consecration in the Holy Communion Office, 
these having had no authority since the First Book of Edward 
' VI ; nor overlook the fact and form of presenting candidates in 
the rite of Confirmation, and the proper attitude of the congrega- 
tion. 

In these and other matters, little and great, concerning the 
Church's liturgical provisions, my earnest hope and counsel are 
that as soon as possible we adjust ourselves to entire and glad 
conformity with the well-nigh completed revision of our Liturgy..

All things should be done decently and according to the arrange- 
ment or order, says the Apostle, in reference to this very matter 
of public worship. Individualism has no honorable place in a 
worship whose integrity and purity are the inalienable right of 
every — even the humblest — Church-member. And we Ministers 
could not stand at Church altars and in Church pulpits as or- 
dained men unless we had, over our own sign-manual, " solemnM 
engaged to conform to the Doctrines and Worship of the Prot^®^' 
ant Episcopal Church." 

Brethren of the Clergy and Laity, I recall you now — after it^ 
too long detention, to the grave topics before you. Measures ^--^^ 
the increase of the Episcopal Fund, for more just and honorat::^^^ 
support of the Clergy, for supposedly fairer Lay-representatio^^ ^' 
for securing a Diocesan House, for re-constructing on a new ba^^^^* 
our prosecution of Diocesan Missions, and for wiser manageme^*^^ 
of business and of elections, may ask your serious study and coi- '*^' 
scientious judgment. I reverently invoke the blessing of Hi^c: ^ 
without whom nothing is strong, nothing is holy. For "excep^*^^^ 
the Lord build the house, their labor is but lost that build it."

Section 1.— As a full and accurate view of the state of the Statement by 
Church, from time to time, is highly useful and necessary, p^^^^J^i^^ 
it is hereby ordered that every Minister of this Church, Reports, 
or, if the Parish be vacant, the Wardens, shall present, or 
cause to be delivered, on or before the first day of 
every Annual Convention, to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, 
where there is no Bishop, to the President of the Convention, 
a statement of the number of Baptisms, Confirmations, Mar- 
riages, and Funerals, and of the number of Communicants in 
his Parish or Church ; -^Iso the stater and condition of the Sun- 
day Schools in his Parish; also of the amount of the Commun- 
ion alms, the contributions for Missions, Diocesan, Domestic, 
and Foreign, for Parochial Schools, for Church purposes in 
general, and of all other matters that may throw light on the 
state of the same. And every Clergyman, not regularly set- Clergymen 
tied in any Parish or Church, shall also report the occasional ^^ settled, 
services he may have performed ; and. If he have performed no ser^a. 
such services, the causes or reasons which have prevented the 
same. And these reports, or such parts of them as the Bishop 
shall think fit, may be read in the Convention, and shall be 
entered on the journals thereof.

Since our last Report we have had built for us, through the generosity and 
kindly assistance of the Rector, Vestry, and Congregation of Emmanuel 
Church, Boston, a very beautiful Chapel in one of the most desirable locations 
at the South End of our city, where, for some months past, Church work has 
teen carried on with a success far beyond our expectations. 
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The Chapel of the Ascension was consecrated by the Bishop of the Dio- 
cese, assisted by several of the Clergy, and in the presence of a large and 
deeply interested Congregation, Saturday morning, February 9th, 1890. The 
Consecration Sermon was preached by the Rt. Rev. F. D. Huntington, D. D. 

The Church is built of brick, with terra cotta trimmings. The front is 
flanked by two ornamental ventilating towers between which extend an 
arcaded porch. Above this is a gable which meets the three gables of the 
other sides and forms a base for the central tower, and its slender, cross-tip- 
ped spire. The pews, organ, and chancel furniture are of oak. The altar, 
lectern, pulpit, and a beautiful window, designed by Tiffany «& Co., are memo- 
rial gifts. The building contains free sittings for about 400 persons, and can 
be enlarged at any time, should there seem to be a real need for enlargement, 
by the use of additional land at the chancel end of the Chapel, already in our 
possession. 

Beneath the Church is a large basement, a part of which is used for our 
Sunday school, for various Parish organizations, and for social gatherings. 
The remainder of the basement is set apart for a Young Men's Gymnasium. 

With gratitude to God for His many blessings, and with a thankful appre- 
ciation of the glorious privileges and opportunities which He has given us, 
and not unmindful of the kindness and confidence of our friends, the Congre- 
gation of the Chapel of the Ascension moves forward in faith and hope and 
zeal to a future bright with rich assurances.

For many years the Church of the Good Shepherd has added to its Mission- 
ary work a special interest in the DK^f Mutes in the neighborhood of Boston.

Thomas Gallaudet, D. D., or his Assistants, coming on at stated intervals 
from New York, the work has been greatly strengthened under the immediate 
direction of the Rev. S. Stanley Searing, the Assistant Minister of the Parish, 
who is versed in the "sign-language." The expenses are met, for the most 
part, out of funds which are allowed the Parish for a ** visitor" by the Trus- 
tees of the "Huntington House and Chapel of the Good Shepherd." It is 
hoped that some portion of this burden may be borne, as indeed it seems but 
proper, by some of the general missionary organizations of the City of Bos- 
ton or of the Diocese at large, and the Parish left to apply the appropriation 
of its Trustees where it is most deeply needed, — in the immediate work of 

the Parish itself.

REMARKS. 

At St. Augustine's there has been steady work, and the putting forth of 
new project in the Coffee Tavern, for which Mr. Brent made a special appea,-** 
to which sufficient response was made to enable us to open the House jus 
before Christmas. The Tavern promises well, but of course a longer tim^ 
must be allowed to pass before any definite judgment can be passed on it^ 
success. One of the most encouraging features of the work is the fact tha^ 
it has been taken hold of by a number of the colored men of the distritt, wh<r 
assist in the internal management of the rooms. The finances are in the 
hands of a separate committee, the fund being of course distinct from that of 
the Mission. 

It is impossible for the work of the Mission to be much enlarged, or to tell 
with full force, until we have a Church at once more commodious and more 
attractive than the Chapel on Anderson Street. In looking forward to this 
we have been greatly encouraged by the gift of $8,000, in memory of George 
A. Meyer, by his widow, as a permanent fund available for building or endow- 
ment. In addition to this our Building Fund amounts to $2,447.52. But 
both sums, together with the value of the present site, would be inadequate 
to the purchase of a suitable site, and the building of a permanent Church. 
Will not some other generous friends come forward and enable us to carry 
out this work for the Colored People, in which we represent the Episcopal 
Church in Boston — and Massachusetts ? 
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Our people at St. Augustine's are, as the statement in part will show, con- 
tributing what they can for their Chapel, and the works of mercy among them. 
During the last year St. Monica^s Guild, composed of women connected with 
the Mission, have given $85 from sales of work, for the expenses of St. 
Augustine's, have provided a set of Vestments for the Chapel, and curtains 
for the Coffee Tavern, beside sending help to Colored Missions at Kansas City, 
and Memphis. 

St. Monica's Home, for the pecuniary support of which the Sisters 
of St. Margaret are mostly responsible, will have to be moved into larger 
quarters before another winter • The present House, 79 Phillips Street, 
skccommodates six patients. Sixty-four have been admitted since the open- 
ing of the Home in February, 1888. The School for little children, from 4 to 
O years of age, which is held on the ground floor of the House, under a 
colored teacher, has now. a roll-call of twenty-five names. In connection with 
tilie Home, there was formed a year ago among the colored people an organiza- 
tiion managed entirely by themselves, called the St. Monica's Relief Associa- 
tion, which now numbers about 250 members, who pay ten cents a month 
"tovirards the support of the Home. 

Such practical evidences of response to endeavors made for the benefit of 
our neighbors and brethren may well provoke us to further love and good 
'works.

REMARKS. 

The work at St. Peter's is conducted under the auspices of the Episcopal 
City Mission. A little more than a year ago, the Rev. F. B. Allen selected 
the place here at Boylston Station as a promising field for a Mission Church. 
The neighborhood was well canvassed by one of the Missionaries of the 
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Episcopal City Mission, and interest was aroused in the prospect of the 
formation of a new Church. A Sunday School was started and Services were 
held on Silnday evenings, conducted by different Clergymen who kindly vol- 
unteered their assistance. Much aid has been rendered the Mission by the 
Rev. S. U. Shearman, Rector of St. John's Church, Jamaica Plain, and by 
various members of his Parish. 

Regular morning and evening Services were not begun until February 16, 
1890. The present Minister assumed charge the first of March. 

Over a hundred families are represented by the attendants at the Services 
and the Sunday School. We have as yet no proper list of Communicants, as 
many of the active workers still keep up their connection with other Churches. 
The Sunday School numbers over a hundred, with thirteen officers and 
teachers. The record of Baptisms and Burials is included in the Report of 
St. John's Church, Jamaica Plain. With the beginning of the new Conven- 
tional year an independent record will be kept. 

We have leased, until next Easter, a building formerly occupied by the 
Gongregationalists. Negotiations are pending for the purchase of a lot, on 
which it is hoped that a Church may be built in the near future.

The past year has been a noted one for St. James' Parish. On the 5th of 
October — just 11 years from the organization of the Mission — we laid the 
Comer Stone of our new Church, and on Easter-day, April 6, 1890, we entered 
into the finished courts, and worshipped with thanksgiving and praise. 

The building is of stone, of simple and pleasing design, strongly and thor- 
oughly built. The interior walls are of brick, with open timbered roof of 
hard pine. It is admirably located near Main Street, overlooking the South 
Park, The pews and Chancel furniture are the same as were used in the 
old Church, and fit as though origuially designed for their present position. 
There are seats for 500 persons, with room for 200 more when they shall be 
needed. The entire cost, including land, $16,500. 

We are indebted to the Diocesan Tioard of Missions, and many friends in 
Boston, Providence, and New York for gifts aggregating $7,000. Without 
this aid the Parish never could have accomplished the work. A mortgage of 
$7,000 will soon be materially lessened by the sale of the old property on 
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Main Street, now used for the Sunday school and as a Parish House. We 
hope before many seasons to pay ofif all remaining indebtedness, and ofifer our 
new building for consecration. Not luito us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto 
Thy Name give the praise.

On the 1st of July, 1889, I became regularly connected with this Parish 
a.s Assistant to the Rev. H. Evan Cotton, of Quincy, under whose charge the 
I^arish remained imtil October 1st, 1889. At that date, following the advice 
of both the Rev. Mr. Cotton and the Vestry of St. John the Evangelist, I 
assumed entire charge of the Parish, being the first resident Clergyman 
since the departure of the Rev. Charles L. Wells, some six or seven years ago. 

The Parish is largely dependent on outside pecuniary help, and has, there- 
fore, been obliged, during the past year, to devote all of its Offerings (with 
tlae exception of a few dollars) towards the maintenance of worship in its own 
Ohurch, and for liquidating the Church debt. 
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The Woman's Guild, the Girls' Guild, and various friends of the Parish, 
are all working for a Church Sale, to be held next June. The proceeds of 
this Sale will be devoted to paying off the Church debt, and any x>ossible 
residue will be laid aside as the nucleus for a Building Fund, which is 
designed for the erection of Parish Buildings, and necessary changes in the 
Church itself. 

The Branch of the Girls' Friendly Society, mentioned in last year's 
Parochial Report, is continuing good work. It has arranged for a Public 
Entertainment in the near future, the receipts from which, together with 
those from last autumn's Sale, are all to be used in the charitable work of the 
Society. 

The interest and hearty support which this little Parish, as a whole, has 
bestowed upon all Church work and worship here has not failed to give great 
encouragement to its leaders.

REMARKS. 

The foregoing blank was sent the undersigned, but he is not able to fill it 
out, for the reasons hereinafter stated. lie began holding an afternoon Ser- 
vice in the Church the latter part of September, and continued to hold 
Service up to the second Sunday after Easter. The Services were well 
attended, and seemed to hold out fair promise of permanence. The under- 
signed gave his services, as did the organist, choir and the gentleman who 
drove the Clergyman to and from Webster. The Congregations averaged 65; 
a new fm*nace, costing $50, was donated by the Ladies* Helping Hand 
Society, and in general much interest was manifested. It was the idea and 
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purpose of the undersigned from the beginning to try to put the Church on a 
permanent footing. To this end he proposed a plan, which met with the 
approval of the Bishop and General Missionary. The plan, as proposed to 
the Vestry, was that the officiating Clergyman should be elected Rector or 
Minister in Charge, at a nominal salary. In return, the officiating Clergyman 
agreed to raise $800 and place an assistant on the ground, also to give the 
work his personal supervision. The way was clear to raise $550 of the above 
sum at once, thus leaving $250 to he raised in the Parish at large, and by the 
Board of Missions. The Vestry did not see fit to accept the proposition, 
though it is confidently believed that in rejccthig it they acted in direct oppo- 
sition to the wishes of the people. The undersigned did not think fit to con- 
tinue the Services after the action of the Vestry, as above-mentioned, 
although he discontinued them with great regret, believing that there was 
room for a good work at Oxford. It remains for the Diocesan authorities to 
determine whether one or two Vestrymen shall block the work of Christ's 
Church in this old Parish.

During the year a small bell has been hung in the bell tower, and the 
Church has been carpeted.

ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

FIIJST DAY OF TIIK SKSSIOX. 

At the hour appointed for the opening of the Convention, tlie President 
shall take the chair, when the order of procedure shall he as follows:

2. The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Lay Dele- 
gates, as the same shall have been approved by the Convention. 

3. A constitutional quorum of both Orders being i)resent, the President 
shall declare the Convention organ iz«^d for business. 

4. The election of a Secretar>'. 

5. The reading of the Rules of Order of the last Convention. 

6. The appointment by the President of five Standing Committees, viz. : 
a Committee on the Admission of New Parishes, to consist of three Clergy- 
men and three Laymen; a Committee on the Constitution and Canons, to 
consist of five members, three Clergymen and two Laymen; an Executive 
Committee, — ^for Nominating the Preachers of Sermons before this Body, and 
for recommending the time and place for holding the next Convention, — to 
consist of three members, two Clergymen and one Layman ; a Committee on 
Unfinished Bosiness ; and a Committee on Finance, to consist each of three 
members, one Clergyman and two Laymen. 

7. The receiving and referring of papers in respect to the admission of 
new Parishes. 

8. Report of the Committee on Qualifications on Certificates and Docu- 
ments, laid aside. The Convention shall take immediate action. Subsequent 
Reports of the Committee on Qualifications shall be in order at any time.

10. Report from the Society for the Relief of the Widows and Orphans 
of Deceased Clergymen of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 

11. Report from the Society for the Relief of Aged or Disabled Episcopal 
Clergymen. 

12. Reports from any other Church or Charitable Societies recognized by 
the Convention. 

13. Report from the Committee on New Parishes, the Admission of the 
Parishes, and the Reception of their Lay Delegates.

Rule I. When the President takes the chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, except to address the Chair. 

No member shall absent himself from the Convention, unless he have 
leave, or be unable to attend. 

When any member is about to speak or deliver any matter to the Conven- 
tion, he shall, with due respect, address himself to the President, confining 
himself strictly to the i)oint in debate. 

No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate, without leave 
of the Convention ; nor more than once, until others desiring to speak shall 
have spoken. 

While the President is i)Utting any question, the members shall continue 
in their seats, and shall not hold any private discourse. Every member who 
shall be m the Convention when any question is put shall vote, unless he be 
personally interested in the question, or be excused by the Convention for 
reasons assigned. 

Rri.E II. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, 
unless otherwise appointed by the Convention. 

Rule III. Xo motion shall be considered as before the Convention, 
unless seconded by a member not belonging to the same Parish with the 
mover: and every motion shall, if required, be reduced to writing; and the 
name of the mover appended. 

Ri'j.K IV. When the report of a Conmiittee is presented, it shall be read, 
ind entered on the Minutes, unl'^ss otherwise determined by the Convention; 
ind. if accompanied by resolutions, the question shall be on adopting them. 

Rule V. When a (luestion is before the Convention, it shall he in order 
— 1, To lay on the table; 2, To postpone to a day certain; 8, To commit; 4, 
To amei\d: 5, To postpone indefinitely; and motions for any of these pro- 
ceedings shall liave precedence in the order in which they are here named, 
and a question on any of these shall be decided before the original motion. 

Rule VI. If the question under debate contains distinct propositions, 
the same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken 
separately, except that a motion to strike out and insert shall be indivisible. 

Rule VII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which 
they are moved. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a 
motion to amend the same may be made. No after amendment to such 
second amendment shall be in order; but a substitute for such second 
amendment, or a substitute for the whole matter, may be received. No 
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proposition on a subject different from that under consideration shall be 
received under color of a substitute. 

If a motion to lay on the table an amendment be carried, the matter 
before the Convention shall be proceeded with as if no such amendment had 
been offered. 

Rule VIII. A motion to lay upon the table shall be decideil without 
debate. 

RuLK IX. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order when no mem- 
ber is speaking, and, if unqualified, shall be decided without debate. 

Rule X. AH questions of order the President shall decide, subject to an 
appeal to the Convention. 

Rule XI. Record shall be made upon the Minutes of every motion or 
resolution which is put upon its passage, or upon which any action allowed 
by Rule V. shall have been taken ; but, with the consent of tlite Convention, 
the mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before such action 
has been taken, or it lias been put uj)on its passage, in w^hich case it shall not 
be entered on tlie Miuutes. 

Rule XII. An address or communication from the Bishop shall be in 
order at any time. 

Ki'LE XIII. A question having been decided shall not be /reconsidered 
during the same session, without the consent of two-thirds of the members 
present, nor unless the motion to reconsider be made and seconded by mem- 
bers who voted in the majority on the original decision. 

Rule XIV. In elections by ballot, th« polls shall be closetl when the 
Tellers or Committee appointed to count the ballots withdraw from the room 
in which the Convention is held; and no clerical or lay members shall be 
allowed to vote after that time, except by direct i)ermission of the Conven- 
tion, on the api)lication in form of each member desiring so to vote; and the 
reasons of his not having previously voted shall be stated by him to the Con- 
vention before his api)lication is entertained. 

Rule XV. At the re(|uest of the President, or on motion, the Conven- 
tion may resolve itself into a Committee of the whole. 

Rule XVI. When the Convention is about to rise, every member shall 
keep his seat until the President leaves the chair. 

Rule XVII. The Hules of Order shall b<; read at the opening of every 
Convention. 

Rule XVIII. Every Committee appointed to report at a siic(*eeding meet- 
ing of the Convention shall be required to print its report, and have it sent to 
the nitmibers of the Convention by the Secretary, at least four weeks before 
the time of meeting. 

Ri:le XIX. For the suspension of any part of the Standing Onler of 
Business, or of any of the Rulers of Order, the consent of two-thirds of the 
members present shall be necessary. 



GUIDE IN ORGANIZING NEW PARISHES. 

A Resolution of the Convention (Journal of 1871, pp; 45, 46, 
and 196) recommended, as a guide to new Parishes in organizing, 
a Form of Constitution and By-Laws. 

At the Meeting of the Convention in 1883, a Special Com- 
mittee was appointed to consider the possible legality of the 
Form for Constitution and By-Laws in the organization of 
Parishes. 
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At the Meetiing of the Convention in 1884, this Committee 
reported a Form of Constitution or By-Laws for Parishes which 
(Journal of 1884, pp. 91-94) was substituted for that adopted in 
1871. 

The Form adopted in 1884 was amended at the Meeting of tlie 
Convention in 1887. 

The Form adopted in 1884, and amended in 1887 nnd in 188S, 
is preceded by important requirenu'iits of tlie Constitution of the 
Diocese, viz., — 

Auticlp: 12. 
admission of a pauihii into union with tiik convkntion. 

Section 1. To entitle a Parish to admission into union with the Conven- 
tion, such Parish shall submit to the Convention a certified copy of its 
Articles of Association, or other satisfactory evidence of its organization (or 
if specially incorporated, of its Charter), and of its Constitution and By- 
Laws : in which it must be declared that such Parish accedes to the Doctrines, 
Discipline, and Worship, the Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the United States, and to the Constitution and Canons of 
this Diocese; and such Parish shall lay before the Convention written evi- 
dence, subscribed by the Wardens and Vestry, that it has been duly organ- 
ized as such for the space of one year, and during that time has held re^ar 
public services. 

Sect. 2. Copies of said Articles of Association or Charter, and of the 
Constitution and By-Laws of such Parish, together with the circumstances 
and need of its organization, must also be submitted to the Bishop and Stand- 
ing Committee of the Diocese, at least one month before the Annual Session 
of the Convention, and be approved by them respectively; or, if not so 
approved, he or they shall report to the Convention the reasons in writing of 
such disapproval. The whole subject, with all the docmnents, shall be 
referred to a special committee of three Clerical and tliree Lay members of 
the Convention to report thereon. 

The Resolution, and the Recommended Form of Constitution 
or By-Laws for Parishes are as follows : — 

Iteaolved,' That in order to secure as much uniformity as local circum- 
stances will permit, and also to place the management of Parish affairs on a 
wise and just basis, the following Form of Constitution or By-Laws is recom- 
mended : —

Any male person of the age of twenty-one years, who has signed 
the Constitution and By-Laws of the Parish, and who has aided in 
maintaining pul)lic worshi]) therein for a i)eriod of twelve months 
immediately precluding any meeting of the Parish, by regular at- 
tendance on such public worship, and by pecuniary aid therefor, 
shall be considered a meml)er of the Parish, and entitled to vote in 
its aifairs; and any member who, for the space of twelve consecu- 
tive montlis, sliall liave refrained from regular worship, and from 
contributing toward the support of the Parish, may, after due 
notice, and an opportunity to be heard thereon, by a vote of the 
Parish, be dropped from the list of members.

VI. 

THE RECTOR. 

1 The Rector shall be chosen by the Parish at a meeting duly 

2 called for that purpose, or by the Vestry, if so authorized by the 

3 Parish. No person shall be eligible to the office of Rector, un- 

4 less he is a qualified minister of the Protestant Episcopal Church 

5 in good standing. 

VII. 

WARDENS. 

1 It shall be the duty of the Wardens to provide the furniture,

IX. 

CLERK. 

1 It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep the records of the

X. 

VE8TBY. 

1 The Vestry shall constitute the Standing Committee of the 

2 Parish, and exercise all the powers thereof in accordance with 
8 the usage and discipline of the Protestant Episcopal Church, and 

4 in compliance with the statutes of the Commonwealth. It shall 

5 be the duty of the Vestry to manage the prudential affairs, and to 
(> care for the property of the Parish ; to supervise and direct the 

7 officers, excepting the Rector, in the discharge of their duties; and 

8 to audit the accounts of the Treasurer. Their records shall be 
\) open to the examination of members of the Parish at its meetings. 

10 Meetings of the Vestry may be called by the Rector, either of the 

11 Wardens, or any three members of the Vestry; but the Vestry 

12 may appoint stated meetings, and determine the manner of noti- 
18 fying their meetings. The Rector, when present, shall preside. 

XI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Pub. Stats. 1 These By-Laws may be amended at any Parish meeting, by a 
Chap. 38, 2 two-thirds vote of those present, if notice has been given of the 

3 amendment proposed at a previous Parish meeting, and if the sub- 

4 ject matter thereof is inserted in the warrant calling the meeting 

5 at which the amendment is to be adopted. Provided always, that 
no amendment shall ever be made which shall in any degree re- 

7 lease the Parish from its allegiance to the authority of the Pro- 

8 testant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, or the 

9 Diocese within the limits of which the Parish may be; nor which 

10 shall deduct anything from the qualifications required for eligi- 

11 bility to the office of Rector, or from the rights of the Rector as

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SECTIONS OF PUBLIC STATUTES RELATING 
TO RELIGIOUS SOCIETIES. 

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 38. 

Skct. 4. Persons belonging to a religious society shall be held to be mem- 
bers thereof until they Ale with the clerk a written notice declaring the 
dissolution of their membership; but, after filing such notice, they shall not 
be liable for any grant or contract thereafter made or entered into by such 
society. No person shall be made a member of such society without his con- 
sent in writing. 

Sect. 5. A religious society may make by-laws not repugnant to the laws 
of the Commonwealth, and may in such by-laws prescribe the manner in 
which persons may become members. 

Sect. 9. Moderators of meetings held for the choice of officers shall be 
elected by ballot. Clerks, assessors, treasurers and collectors shall be elected 
by ballot, and shall be sworn. Other officers shall be elected in such manner 
AS the society may determine. 

Sect. 10. The prudential affairs of such societies shall be managed by 
their assessors, or by a standing committee specially appointed for that pur- 
pose ; and the assessors or committees shall have like authority for calling 
meetings as selectmen have for calling town-meetings. 

Sect. 12. The assessors or committee shall insert in their warrant for 
calling a meeting any matter, the insertion of which five or more qualified 
voters of the society may, in writing, request. Nothing acted upon at a 
meeting shall have any legal operation unless the subject matter thereof was 
inserted in the warrant for such meeting. 

Sect. 14. The clerk, or if there is no clerk, or if he is absent, one of the 
assessors, or of the standing committee, shall preside in the choice of a 
moderator; and a clerk may then be chosen, either xjro tempore or to fill the 
vacancy, as the case may require. The moderator may administer the oath of 
office to the clerk, and the clerk to the assessoi's, treasurer and collector, or 
said oaths may be administered by a justice of the peace ; and such oaths 
shall be substantially the same as are required to be taken by the clerk, 
assessors and collectors of towns. 

Sect, 17. Vacancies in any of the annual offices, occurring after the 
annual meeting, may be filled at any other legal meeting. 

ORGANIZATION OF RELIGIOUS SOCIETIES AS 

CORPORATIONS. 

Sect. 24. A religious society that is not incorporated may, if it contains 
ten or more qualified voters, organize and become a corporation with the 
powers, privileges, duties and liabilities of such societies, and may hold so 
much real and personal estate as may be necessary for the objects of such 
organization, and no more. 

Sect. 2.5. Any justice of the peace may, upon application in writing by 
five or more of the qualified voters of such society, issue his warrant 
directed to some one of the applicants, stating the object of the proposed 
meeting, and requiring him to warn the qualified voters of the society to meet 
at a time and place appointed by the warrant: and such warrant may be 
served by posting an attested copy thereof on the principal outer door of the 
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meeting-hoiise of such society, or by leaving such copy with, or at the last 
and usual places of abode of, the qualified voter;* of the society, seven days at 
least before such meeting; and upon due return thereof, the same or any other 
justice of the peace may preside at ttie meeting for the choice and qualification of 
a clerk, who shall enter at large upon the records of the society the proceed- 
ings had in the organization thereof; and the society may thereupon proceed 
to choose a moderator, and to do such other things as parishes are by law 
authorized to do at their annual meetings: provided the subject matter Uiereof 
is inserted in the warrant. 

Sect. 26. Any ten or more persons, male or female, who desire to form 
a religious society, may make for that purpose an application in writing to a 
justice of the peace; and such justice may thereupon issue his warrant 
directed to one of the applicants, stating the objects of the proposed society, 
and re<|uiring him to warn said persons to meet at a time and place 
appointed in the warrant. The warrant shall be issued, served and executed, 
and the meeting held, in the manner and for the purposes set forth in the 
preceding section; and such persons, upon complying with the provisions of 
said se(rtion, shall become a corporation under a name to be assumed at such 
meeting, and with all the powers, rights and privileges, and subject to all the 
duties, limitations and restrictions, relating to religious societies. 

PROTESTAXT EPISCOPAL CHURCHES. 

Skct. 4^]. In religious societies belongins^to the boJyof Christians known 
as tht» Protestant Epis<'opal Church, the rector, or one of the wardens may, 
unless it is otlien\'iKe provided in some by-law, preside at their meetings, with 
all the ix)wers of a motlerator; and the warden, or wardens and vestry, may 
exercise all the powers of a standing committee in accordance with the usages 
and discipline of said Church. Unless they assess or collect a tax on Sie 
polls, estates, or i>ews of the meml>ers thereof, such societies need not choose 
a collector or assessors; and they may in their by-laws provide that the duties 
of assessors shall be p<irformed by the wardens. The officers upon whom the 
duties of standing; committee or assessors m\y devolve shall in all cases be 
elected by ballot.
